Washington D. C., Dec. 2.— [Special. I— The 
Treasury department has at last finally de- 
cided the vexed ques- 
tion of the counter- 
vailing duty against 
Dutch sugars. As- 
sistantSecretary 
3 . Howell, after a care- 
fil egamination of the operation of the in- 
ternal revenue law of the Netherlands, 
has decided that it is within the meaning of 
the Dingley law a bounty on sugars exported 
to this country. He, therefore, figured out 
and announced that exports from the Neth- 
erlands to the United States will have to 
pay a countervailing duty of 2.50 florins ror 
100 kilograms for raw sugar, and 2.84 florins 
for 100 kilograms of refined sugar. It is 
this decision which the operators in sugar 
trust stocks have been looking for. It sus- 
tains the trust by practically keeping. out 
the Dutch sugars, both raw and refined. 
The decision is confirmatory of the tem- 
porary one of Sept. 22, which required Col- 
Jectors of Customs to withhold final liquida- 
tien of all importations.

In that year the portions of the National 
Guard all over the State were repeatedly 
called into service for periods from a few 
hours to & month. It is reasonably certain 
that the experiences at that time may be 
repeated in any future emergency that may 
occur. Probably 90 per cent can be relied 
on for active service of any kind. Many 
inefficient rifigs had been mixed with good 
ones, and many of the good had been 
injured byAack of care that the whole lot 
should be again turned into the armory as 
in 1883. What is true of rifies applies also 
to old carbir®s. A number of weapons 
showed no signs of having ever been fit to 
be in the hands of troops and probably were 
not serviceable when issued. 

It is not hard to see how troops would 
take interest in caring for such arms. At 
the encampment the country regiments of 
the central and northern portions of the 
State made the best physical showing. As 
a rule the personnel of the guard is excel- 
lent. Many of the best citizens of the State 
are in its ranks or upon its veteran roll. 
Unless this high standard is kept it is use- 
less to expect military proficiency in a 
voluntary service. Discipline and effi- 
ciency must be maintained by a sense of 
duty and all who do not feel that sentiment 
should leave it at once. A careful compari- 
son of the National Guard of Illinois with 
others shows that in all soldierly qualities 
none are better. In the ability and devo- 
tion of its members it can be surpassed by 
none. It is fortunate in a record of arduous 
and faithful service that will be an incentive 
for still better service in the future.”’

President McKinley's departure for Can- 
ton will in-no way interfere with the coming 
session of Congress. 
When he heard from

OTHER GOSSIP FROM GOTHAM 


New York, Dec. 2.— [Special. I— The Yukon- 
Cariboo British Columbia Gold Mining and 
Development company quietly closed its 
New York offices today. Several of the 
investors have authorized lawyers to re- 
cover the money they paid forshares. Some 
of the investors feel that the savings which 
they put into the company are lost. 

With ‘a great flare of trumpets the com- 
pany came to life last July. Every ‘one 
wanted to get some 
of the stupendous 
wealth of the Klon- 
dike, and it seemed 
that the Yukon-Cari- 


boo British Columbia 
Gold Mining and Development company was 


destined to fill a pressing want. 

In great big letters were announced the 
several facts that J. Edward Addicks, the 
Delaware gas king, was President of the 
company, that Sylvester T. Everett, the 
millionaire of Cleveland, O., and Benjamin 
Butterworth were other officers. 

The supply of Klondike companies is said 
to have been greater than the demand. 

When the Yukon-Cariboo company closed 
its office here it left a notice on the door suy- 
ing the office had been removed to Philadel- 
vhia. This sign has caused a world of trou- 
ble to a lot of poor people the last few weeks. 
They had visited the place to inquire how 
the company was prospering. Some ot them 
went with the expectation of finding divi- 
dends awaiting them. The sign chilled them. 
Some went to lawyers. 

Theodore O. Wright, one of the subscrib- 
ers, says he put in $200; but never receive l 
even his certificate of stock. M. McDonald 
of the Continental Trust company said his 
company was registrar of the Yukon-Cari- 
boo stock, but withdrew when its bill was 
not paid. 

Another of the Klondike companles ap- 
pears to have been disappointed and disap- 
pointing. For the last ten dayg a number 
of people have been Icoking for the manager 
or any other responsible officer of the North- 
west Mining and Trading company, which, 
although it was capitalized at $5,000,000, 
occupied a single, obscure office on the 
twelfth floor of 30 Lroad street. This office 
is now closed. 

This company, when the Klondike fever 
raged, announced that it had 1,000,000 shares 
but could only let the public have 209,000 
at the low price of $5 per share.

NEW. MINISTER SWORN IN 


MILLIARD SUCCEEDS DARLAN IN THE 
FRENCH CABINET. 


Assumes Charge of the Department of 
Justice—Recoguized in Paris as a 
Lawyer of Ability, He Finds Time 
to Indulge in Politics and Is Elected 
First to a Seat in the Chamber of 
Deputies and Then to the Sen- 
ate. 


Paris, Dec. 2.—-M. N. Milllard. Senator for 
the Department of Euro; has been appointed 
Minister of Justice in succession to M. Dar- 
lan, who resigned yesterday owing to the 
Senate’s rejection on Tuesday of his mo- 
tion to shelve the decision of the removal 
of a magistrate which had been denounced 
as illegal. 

M. Miliiard was born in 1844. In 1887, 
while practicing law at the Paris bar, he 
éntered the Chamber of Deputies from one 
of the constituencies of the Department of 
Euro. About two years later, upon the 
death of the Marquis de Malleville, Senator 
for the Department of Euro, he took the 
vacant seat, and in April of 1890 he came 
forward as a Republican candidate against 
the Marquis de Chambray, who stood in 
the Monarchist interest, and was elected 
by a majority of 131 votes. He represents 
the canton of Les Andelys in the Council 
General of Euro. 


.WHISTLER WINS HIS CASE. 


Artist Is Sustained by French Courts 
in His Controversy with Sir 
William Eden. 


Paris, Dec. 2.—James McNeill Whistler, 
the painter, has been sustained in his ap- 
peal from a judicial decision ordering him 
to return to Sir Willlam Eden a portrait of 
Lady Eden which he had painted, and to 
pay Sir William $2,000 damages. The portrait 
of Lady Eden in dispute was painted in 1894 
and was exhibited in the Salon of the Champ 
de Mars. In payment for the picture Sir 
William sent the painter a check for a sum 
which the latter thought was far below 
the value of his work. In pique, Whistler 
not only refused to deliver the portrait, but 
painted another head in place of that of 
Lady Eden. Sir William brought suit for 
damages and to compe! the delivery of the 
work. His lawyer produced in court a let- 
ter from Whistler apparently accepting $500 
or $750 for the picture, but the plaintiff con- 
tended that the letter was merely an ironical 
protest against the alleged attempt of 
Sir William to beat down the original price

Rome, Dec. 2.—Today the Chamber of Dep- 
uties appointed a commission of five to in- 
quire into the charges against Sig. Fian- 
cesco. Crispi, former Premier, in connection 
witz the Bank of Naples scandals and the 
alleged illegal traffic in decorations. 

The proceedings are the result of the re- 
cent decision of the Italian Court of Cassa- 
tion, which quashed the judicial indict- 


ment brought against him on the ground 


that the ordinary tribunals of justice were 
not competent to deal with such charges 
brought against a tormer member of the 
government or his conduct while in the gov- 
ernment. The Court of Cassation held that 


‘such charges must be dealt with by Parlia- 


ment, which was the contention of Sig. 
Crispi, and the judicial proceedings were 
thrown out. 

The special commission was appointed 
after an impressive speech by Sig. Crispl, 
in whieh he declared that he desired the 
most ample and complete discussion of the 


whole question and did not dread the light, 


which, he said, could reveal nothing against 
him.

Recalls His Services to Italy. 


Sig. Crispi recalled his past labors on be- 
half of Italy, and he admitted that there had 
been times when he had erred. He claimed, 
however, from his conquerors an unbiased 
judgment, and asserted that he was prepared 
to testify before the commission, and to omit 
nothing, so that the matter might be probed 
to the deepest, adding pathetically: ‘* But it 
will be very hard at 78, after devoting sixty- 
three years to the service of my country.”

Washington, D. 0. c. Z. — The message 
of President McKinlby will be devoted prac- 
tically to the subjects of our foreign rela- 
tions and the currency problem.

LIVE STOCK MEN TO ORGANIZE. 


Breeders and Dealers of the Middle 
Western States Meet to Adopt 
New Quarantine Rules. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 2.—A conference was 
held in this city today between the chief 
of the bureau of animal industry of the 
Agricultural department and the Interstate 
Association of Live Stock Sanitary Boards 
of Missouri, Kansas, Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Indiana, Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee, Arkan- 
sas, and Oklahoma for the purpose of fixing 
the quarantine lines for 1898, so as to pro- 
tect all Northern territory without inflict- 
ing any unnecessary hardships on Southern 
States. It is proposed to adopt quarantine 
regulations that will be just to all interests 
and to ask the Secretary of Agriculture to 
take immediate steps for the prosecution 
of all violators. ve 

One hundred breeders and live stock deal- 
ers from the States named were present 
when the meeting was called to order.

Anxious to Export Tobacco. 


Havana, Dec. 2.—A. delegation from the 
City of Pinar del Rio, consisting of the 
Mayor of that place and 200 merchants, 
planters, and agruculturists of all political 
parties, called upon Seüor Canalejas, the 
Special Commissioner of Spain, today and 
represented to him the necessity for the ex- 
portation of leaf tobacco, of which. they 
added, there were 60,000 bales in warehouse.

Blackmailing Extortions. 


In each case the insolvéncy of thé bank 
appeared to have been brought about’ 
through the blackmailing extortions to 
which it was subjected by leading politicians 
and government officials of the day. Most 
of this dish®nesty took place during the 
administration of Crispi. ; 
Not even his most relentless enemy has 
ever accused him of plundering the banks to 
swell his private resources. On the contrary, 
his countrymen for the most.part accepted 
his assertion that the money extorted from 
these institutions was used by him for the 
secret service of the government and in 
électoral expenditures. 

Unfortunately for him, the judicial author- 
ities, who inquired into the circumstances 
that led to the failure of the banks, dis- 
covered that among the most voracious of 
the plunderers was Sigfiora Crispi, the vet- 
eran statesman’s wife. It was stated at 
the time that from one bank alone some- 
thing like 10,000,000 francs (about $2,000,000) 
found its way into her private banking ac- 
count, and it was urged and is still urged 
that Sig. Crispi, not being a rich man, must 
have known of his wife’s predatory de- 
mands, as in no other way could he have 
accounted for the large sums of money she 
expended upon her establishment while he 
was in power. 

Last spring, when the matter was before 
the courts, a friend of Sig. Crispi undertook 
to explain the transactions which led un 
to the collapse of the Bank of Naples. Ac- 
cording to this story Sig. Crispi, just be- 
fore the elections in 1895, asked the Bank 
of Naples for a loan of 400,000 lire for elec- 
tion expenses, the money to be repaid to 
the bank from the secret service funds. 
Then came the downfall of the Crispi Cab- 
inet with only a little more than half of 
the loan repaid. 


Help from Humbert. 


Crispi told King Humbert of his predica- 
ment, and his Majesty gave 120,000 lire to- 
ward the remainder of the indebtedness, 
Baron Blanc furnishing what was necessary 
to make up the full amount. Thus, accord- 
ing to the story, Sig. Crispi repaid the bank 
in full. 

When the accusations, recently before the 
courts and now before the special commis- 
sion of the Chamber of Deputies, were being 
revived, with talk of prosecution, Sig. Crispi 
hastened from Naples to Rome, demanded on 
audience with the King, showed him the re- 
ceipt of the bank for full payment, and de- 
manded that his Majesty put an end to what 
Crispi characterized as the campaign of 
in justice.“ 

The ex- Premier, according to the story, de- 
clared that unless his persecutors were 
called off he would defend himself to the 
last, adding: In such a case, sire, two per- 
sons will go into exile—I, as a poor man, and 
you with your millions.“

Report in Rome That the Italian Mon-

Rome, Nov, 30.—It is generally reported 
here that King Humbert has resolved to ab- 
dicate in favor of his son, and that the re- 
cent visits of the Austrian Chancellor 
Count Goluchowskl, 40 Monsea, and of Bar- 
on von Bülow, the German Foreign Minis- 
ter, to this city were undertaken for the 
specific purpose of dissuading him from 
th's extremely serious step, the very pos- 
sibility of which constitutes a matter of 
the gravest concern to the Italian mon- 
arch’s. allies in the triple alliance, This 
concern is chiefly founded on the fact that 
the Prince of Naples, who is the heir to 
the throne, is far more favorably inciined 
toward Russia than toward either Austria 
er Germany. His beautiful wife, to whom 
he is deeply attached, is to all intents and 
purposes a Russian, having received her 
entire edueation, from the earliest child- 
hood until her social] debut, at the court of 
t. Petersburg at the expense and under 
the supervision of the Dowager Czarina, 
while it is the present Czar who has not 
only furnished her with a handsome dowry 
but who likewise provides her father. with 
the income which enables him to keep his 


large family in comfort and relative lux- 


ury,

‘* Victor Emanuel, Prince of Naples, who 
will thus ceme to the throne curing his 
father’s lifetimé, and having at his disposal 
the advice and the experience of his gallant 
parent—Humbert being the only living mon- 
arch or royal Prince who bears the scar ofa 
wound received in battle—is a man who, in 
spite of his diminutive stature of 1 feet 11 
inches, is one of the most energetic, active, 
and clever Princes in Europe. He is credited 
with infinitely more decision of character 
than his father, and if he possesses less 
heart than Humbert, it is conceded by every 
one who knows him that he has nore head. 
His military training has been of the best, 
and there is probably no heir to any throne 
or any reigning sovereign who has been more 
carefully educated for the duties of ruler- 
ship than himself. 

Humbert's fault all along has been that 
he has permitted his Ministers and Parlia- 
ment to have too free a hand, and that he 
observed too religiously his obligations as a 
constitutional sovereign. Indeed, when Cris- 
pi was Prime Minister he would frequently 
countermand in the most public manner or- 
ders given by the King in order to show 
that his will was superior to that of the 
monarch. There is no danger of anything of 
this kind with Victor Emanuel III. on the 
throne of Italy. He may be relied upon to 
rule his subjects with a rod of tron, even 
though his stature be so puny, and if he con- 
siders it to be to the advantage of his country 
to come to an understanding with the Vat- 
ican, which is more than probable, seeing 
that he has been brought up by a mother who 
is truly and fervently religious, he will do 
so without taking into account the howls or 
protests of the radicals or atheists.

the people of the United States, who believe 
in that cause and demand that their wishes

by their chosen representatives. Thanks to 
the power, honor, and patriotism of the 
American press, the people today know the 


‘essential facts of the Cuban situation. We 


submit to you, therefore, these ten proposi- 
tions for your consideration: 

1. The three wars in Cuba within this 
century are proof of a genuine movement for 
the extension of democratic principles and 
the attainment of liberty from a tyran- 
nical, corrupt, and alien government. 

2. Without the indirect aid given by this 
government to Spain, the patriots would be 
farther advanced in their struggle. , 

3. Spain has lost Cuba as far as the pres- 
ent population is concerned. If, however, 
she is permitted to continue the cruel work 
of exterminating non-combatants, she may 
possibly reconquer and repopulate the island. 

4. If with our passive aid she un- 
fortunately succeeds in doing this, when an- 
other generation comes the revolution will 
surely begin again. The governing classes 
in Spain of all parties have regarded Cuba for 
300 years as an orange to be squeezed. They 
are unable to consider it otherwise, and no 
amount of diplomatic effort on our part is 
likely to change their point of view. The 
other classes are ignorant. Spain has held 
all her colonies with an iron hand until forced 
to letgo. The war of liberation in Venezuela 
lasted fifteen years, and during the last five 
years of the struggle no quarter was given 
by either side. 

5. Autonomy is a foolish dream. It is 
evident that neither side understands it, 
wishes it, or can administer it. Spain 
clearly offers it to amuse this government 
and to gain time. 

6. A majority of the people of this coun- 
try desire to see a free and ‘independent 
Cuban republic. An cpposing ? actor of great 
force is the money power. It is a fair con- 
clusion to urge that a majority of our peo- 
ple believe that the assistance of our gov- 
ernment till now has been given to Spain 
and withheld from the republic on account 
of the influence that emanaies from great 
financial interests, usually afraid of patriot- 
ic aggressive movements. 

7. Our people have hoped for favorable 
action for Cuba from the present adminis- 
tration and have patiently waited to give the 
administration time for consideration of the 
wise road to this end.

since Mrs. Nancy Allison McKinley, mother 
of the President, was stricken with illness 
at an early hour this morning has there been 
a favorable feature in her condition. That 
the attack would ultimately end in death 
was the first fear of the family on discover- 

int the illness, and the consuitations with 
the attending physicians since have simply 
tended to confirm this belief. There seems 
to be only a question of time as to when the 
end will come, whether she will gradually 
weaken and quietly pass away, or whether 
she will rally for a time and then finally 
yield to the disease. Every effort is being 
put forth by the family to make the patient 
comfortable and to make what will doubt- 
less prove her last illness as free from cuf- 
fering as possible. 

The paralysis, when it first became ap- 
parent, was not of a serious kind and seemed 
to have effected only her vocal organs. She 
was able to walk from her own bedchamber 
to that of her daughter, Miss Helen Mckin- 
ley, to give the first intimation of the attack, 
and at that time seemed to be in possession 
of all mental and physical powers except 
the ability to speak. She seemed to take 
note of everything that occurred about her, 
und when during the morning a letter ar- 
rived from the President showed her usual 
great interest in such letters, listening at- 
tentively to the reading of it and nodded 
assent to a question as to whether she under- 
stood it. 


But soon afterward progress of the disease 


was noted and early in the af ternoonfſshe 
sank into a semi-comatose condition, which 
prevailed during the greater. part of the 
day. In one less advanced in years there 
would be reason to hope for recovery, or at 
least temporary improvement, but Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley has almost completed her 89th year, 
and hence is in no physical condition to 
resist the assaults of a disease such as 
paralysis, even though it come in mild form. 


Attack Was Unexpected. 


The shock to the family was the greater 
because of an apparent improvement in Mrs. 
McKinley’s condition on Wednesday. Al- 
though she had been up and about the house 
all the while, the family physician had been 
making occasional calls at the house to 
prescribe for a mild form of grip from which 
Mrs. McKinley was suffering. Some years 
ago she was quite ill from grip, and has 
every winter since suffered recurring at- 
tacks, though in mild form. Her son Ab- 
ner arrived on Tuesday, and has been with 
her since. She seemed greatly cheered by 
his presence, and on Wednesday was so 
bright and cheerful as to cause the family 
to remark on her improvement, Abner Mc- 
Kinley saying he had not seen his mother 
appearing so rugged and healthy for a num- 
ber of years. She was in this happy condi- 
tion when the family retired last night, and 
to find-her speechless this morning was a 
sad blow indeed. 

The President was advised as soon as it 
became known that the illness was of a seri- 
ous nature, and he insisted upon being ad- 
- vised of every change. Appointments were 
made tor communication by telephone and 
telegrams were exchanged between times. 
Soon after noon Mr. Abner McKinley ad- 
vised the President that their mother was in 
a semi-conscious condition, andjthat at 5 
o'clock he wild advise when the President 
had best leave Washington. 

The President did not wait for this mes- 
Fage. He wired: “Tell mother I’ will be

JURY CENSURES CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 
TREATMENT OF ILLNESS. 


Mother of the Dead Girl Tells How She 
Became a Convert—Mrs. Cornelia 
Church, Who Attended the Patient, 
Describes the Course of the Malady 
— E. L. Kimball Says Prayer Made 


Follows Coroner’s Session. 


Christian Science was scored yesterday by 
the Coroner’s jury in the inquest over the 
body of Helen Ash, who died at her home, 221 
East Forty-seventh street, on Tuesday. A 
physician had not been called in until after 
death ensued, the sick girl being under the 
care of a Christian Scientist. The jury in 
its verdict declared: 

From the testimony submitted we are of 
the opinion that had a competent physician 
been called and operated for appendicitis the 
decedent might not have met death in the 
manner and form described. And while we 
believe in free religion for all, we also be- 
lieve that any sect of religion that would al- 
low a human being to suffer without proper 
medical aid is a detriment to this com- 
munity.” 

The Coroner’s jury also censured Dr. Cur- 
tis F. Fenn, 6117 Washington avenue, for 
issuing the death certificate. The inquest 
was held at the houso at 1 o’clock in the 
afternoon. While the evidence was being 
taken by the jury the friends of the family 
were gathering at the house for the funeral, 
which was delayed until the jury had re- 
turned its verdict. 


Dr. Noel’s Evidence. 

Dr. E. P. Noel, the Coroner’s physician, 
who conducted the post-mortem examina- 
tion, testified before the jury that in his 
opinion Helen Ash had died of metestatic 
abscesses of the lungs and liver, due to 
suppurative appendicitis. He said: 

“I think this is a case of criminal negli- 
gence. Had a competent physician been 
called in and operated for appendicitis the 
patient: would probably have recovered.” 

Mrs. Cornelia C. Church, 19 Thirty-first 
street, a Christian Scientist, testified that 
she was called in to treat the patient in 
“silent thought.“ The girl at that time 
seemed suffering from biliousness, and after 
a few days’ treatment showed signs of re- 
covery. Later she was seized with a fever, 
cojfmplained of pains in her heart, and scon 
after died. An hour later Dr. Fenn was 
called in and asked for a death certificate. 
He wished to hold a post-mortem examina- 
tion, but the family objected, and he issued 
a certificate on their statement. 


Mother Tells Her Story. 

Mrs. -Ash, the mother of the girl, cor- 
roborated Mrs. Church’s statement. She 
concluded by giving herown experience with 
2 sclence. She said she spent six 

ars in Colorado seeking a cure for con- 
sumption, but returned to Chicago with the 
disease still fixed upon her. She tried Chris- 
tian science, was cured, and has had no faith 
in medicine since. 

Dr. C. F. Fenn was next called. From his 
examination of the girl after death he said 
he believed death had resulted from peri- 
carditis and pleuritis. 

He said in reply to a question that he had 
at one-time issued a death certificate on the 
statement of the family under similar cir- 
cumstances and that the post-mortem had 
showed he was right in his diagnosis of the 
case, differing with the Coroner only as to 
the cause of death. He declared that even 
had he been. called to treat Miss Ash he 
could have done her no more good than 
Christian science had done. 


Funeral Follows Inquest. 
The funeral took place after the inquest, 
E. L. Kimball of the Christian Science Tem- 
ple reading the service. The interment was 


custom of Christian Scientists, not accom- 
panying the remains to the cemetery. In 
speaking of the verdict of the Coroner’s jury 
Mr. Kimball said: 

The jury condemns any sect of religion 
that would allow a human being to suffer. 
I and every other Christian Scientist would 
like to subscribe to that. 

“We do not like suffering. Our mission 
is to prevent it as far as possible, and to 
that end we work. We did not save the life 
of Miss Ash, but it is certain that she died 
perfectly free of pain: No medicine could 
have saved the girl, no medicine could have 
made her death as painless as Christian sci- 
ence did. We are used to combating preju- 
dice.“ 


KANSAS PEOPLE GIVEN A SCARE. 


Many Towns in the Sunflower State 
Shaken Up by an Early Morn- 
ing Earthquake. 


Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 2.—Dispatches 
from. Pratt and Kingman, Kas., half way 
across the State and near the Oklahoma 
boundary, say slight earthquake shocks 
were felt at those places last night.

At 
Pratt a distinct shock was experienced at 
12:58 a. m. It was not severe, but strong 
enough to cause furniture to rock and lamps 
and dishes to rattle. The disturbance lasted 
about three seconds. The shock at King- 
man was felt atla.m. Vibrations were 
from north to south, lasting about ten sec- 
onds. At Bluff City, Harper County, build- 
ings were shaken perceptibly, scaring peo- 
ple into the streets, and articles were tum- 
bled from shelves. 

Arkansas City, Kas., Dec. 2.—At 1:30 this 
morning an earthquake shock of consider- 
able energy was felt here. Many people 
were alarmed and rushed from their rooms. 
The shock lasted ten seconds. 

Wichita, Kas., Dec. 2.—A light earthquake 
shock startled the citizens of Wichita at 
12:53 this morning. Telephone messages 
from Wellington and Hunnewell, Kas., de- 
scribe the earthquake as quite violent in 
those cities. It reached south into Okla- 
homa. 

Conway Springs, Kas., Dec. 2.—Quite a se- 
vere earthquake shock was felt here last 
hight. The foundations of several buildings 
were cracked and otherwise weakened.

First Important Admission. 


This was his first admission of importance, 
but thereafter he was easily drawn out.

In the con- 
fession the young man tells of his visits to 
Fales’ place and of his attachment for Del- 
nah. His father disapproved of these visits 
and one or twice horsewhipped him for per- 
sisting in them, and also on one occasion 
quarreled with Delilah for permitting these 
attentions. One day Delilah came to him 
and suggested getting rid of the troublesome 
father as well as the mother, and of their 
getting married. William gave the program 
his approval. 

A plot was then laid to lure Jerome Kern 
into the timber and then make away with 
him. The murder of the mother was to be 
accomplished at a later date. On the morn- 
ing of the murder the elder Kern was in-

According to young Kern’s confession the 
two then saturated the clothing of the dead 
man with oil and set fire to them, the object 
being to conceal the manner in which he 
died.

Delilah’s Deeper Motive. 


That Delilah Fales had other and deeper 
motive in murdering Jerome Kern is ev- 
idenced by the fact that she has ever since 
sought to lay the crime at the door of John 
Lewis, known to be about the only avowed 
enemy Kern had. Several years ago Lewis 
wus defendant in a case in which the Fales 
woman was the prosecuting witness. He 
was convicted after a stubborn contest and 
consigned to the penitentiary for two years. 
But that did not appease the wronged wom- 
an's desire for revenge, and last winter 
she again essayed to have him arrested. 

In this connection the County Attorney 
cites the following incident: 

Two weeks ago, while at his brother's 
residence, Adam Kern observed a letter 
protruding from a pocket of the former’s 
evercoat hanging on the wall, apparently 
wnere his murdered relative last had left 
it. He took possession of it, but even. be- 
fore doing so was suspicious that it was 
designed that he should find it. The let- 
ter bore the date of the day on which the 
tragedy occurred, was signed Jerome 
Kern,“ and stated if any harm should come 
to him John Lewis must be held respon- 
sible, as he had threatened’ to kill him.

It is startling enough 
to have kept Joseph Leiter engaged with 
a force of clerks for two weeks in an effort 
to find out where the leak is located. So 
far as is known he has failed. He has made 
no definite statement.

Statement as to the Deficit.

“After the application of all the funds 
received from all sources, including the

and also excluding the $15,000 guarantee 
fund, there will be a deficit in excess of 
$31,000; or, including the $15,000 to be paid 
by the guarantors, the deficit will be about 
$16,000. And, as will be readily seen, if the 
Coliseum company would pay what it owes 
there would still be a deficit of between 
$6,000 and $7,000 in the amounts received 
and the expense and premiums to be paid 
by your board. This deficit, after the appli- 
cation of the funds in the hands of the 
board and of the guarantee fund, must nec- 
essarily be provided by the State board from 
other sources, pending the litigation with 
the Coliseum company. It should also be 
stated that there are a large number of 
bills which have not yet been audited and 
allowed, owing to a failure of proper confer- 
ences between the Citizens’ committee and 
your committee. It is probable that some of 
these bills will be rejected.“

Pittsburg Manufacturers Give Out 
Further Details of the Pro- 
posed Machine. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 2.—[Special.]—Toda 
the officials of the Pittsburg Aluminum com- 
pany gave additional information in regard 
to the Atlantic and Pacific Aerial Naviga- 
tion company of San Francisco, which it is 
claimed built an airship that sailed from 
Frisco to Cleveland and return. The office 
of the company is at 927 Market street, San 
Francisco. They feel positive in asserting 
that Hiram S. Maxim, the inventor of the 
gun bearing that name, has at last made a 
success of the flying machine on which he 
has been at work several years. 

A. V. Davis of the reduction company 
said today the last order from the Atlantic 
and Pacific company, which told what the 
airship builders are doing, was about the 
seventh they have received. As the cash 
came with each order the Pittsburgers did 
not ask any questions as to the intended 
use Of the aluminum. The first order came 
in November, 1896. As the company was 
not known to the mercantile agencies the 
Pittsburgers then asked Tor financial ref- 
erences. ä 

The cash for all other orders came before 
the material was shipped. Each order cost 
over $3,000. This would make the tctal cost 
of the aluminum, exc.usive of freight, over 
521.000. The price of the aluminum was $7.50 
per pound.

If these statements be true, and there ap- 
pears no reason to doubt the proofs submit- 
ted, Forbes, alias Blanther, could not have 
been the murderer of the young girls, and 
the declaraticn made in a written confes- 
sion admitting that he killed the young 
women is false. 

Mrs. Blanther, the widow of the suicide, 
has been using every energy and effort to 
show that her husband was the real mur- 
derer and that Theodore Durrant, now un- 
der sentence of death for the crime, is an in- 
nocent man.

DEARBORN AND LA SALLE AVENUES 
MAY BE MADE BOULEVARDS. 


Property-Owners in These Thorough- 
fares Likely te Follow the Example 


Would Prevent the Invasion of Elec- 
trie Lines—Must Guard, Light, and 
Sweep Roadways — Commissioner 
May Against Prohibiting Teaming. 


The action of the property-owners in 
North State street, between Division street 
and Lincoln Park, in praying the Lincoln 
Park board to take that thoroughfare under 
iis control, is likely to be followed by similar 
action on the part of the property-owners 
along Dearborn and La Salle avenues. The 
object ssught to be accomplished is to for- 
ever put at rest any possibility of the in- 
vasion of those streets by the street railway 
companies. 

In the petition, presented by Commissioner 
Horatio N. May at Wednesday’s meeting 
of the Park board, the State street property- 
owners expressed their willingness to. bear 
the entire expense of lighting, cleaning, and 
policing the street, and the property-owners 
along the other two streets will of course 
have to agree to the same conditions in order 
to secure favorable action on the part of the 
Park board. 


Board Likely to Accept. 


Should this be done and should the Ccun- 
cil consent to the turning over of the streets 
in question to the Park board, little doubt 
is felt that the board will accept them. 
Considering the agitation among Dearborn 
avenue property-owners over the projected 
construction of a trolley line in that street 
it is thqught there will be little hesitation 
on their part in agreeing to the same condi- 
tions as have the State street residents. 

Commissioner May, in discussing the mat- 
ter yesterday, said: 

Being only one member of the Park 
board, I of course cannot say what action 
the board is likely to take with reference 
to the two streets, but I gan conceive of 
no objection being raise to accepting them 
if the same conditions are agreed to as in 
the case of State street. The question of 
traffic is a very important one. 1 am of the 
opinion it would be exceedingly unwise to 
prohibit it on the two streets. The street 
car companies have lines along Franklin, 
Wells, and Clark streets, which, of course, 
greatly interferes with traffic in those 
streets. 


Would Not Forbid Teaming. 


If traffic were barred from Dearborn and 
La Salle avenues, which are among the 
main arteries leading into the north divis- 
ion, it would, in my opinion, work a de- 
ciued injury to commercial! interests in those 
sections.. We are all agreed as to the broad 
proposition of keeping traffic from resi- 
dence streets as far as possible, but Chi- 
cago owes its greatness to its business in- 
terests and we are bound to consider every- 
thing which has any bearing upon them. 
One of the distincti¥e features of the peti- 
tion of the State street property-owners 
was the agreement to permit traffic on that 
street, and I think the same condition should 
be observed with reference to Dearborn and 
La Salle avenues. There has been no 
definite time fixed upon for the joint meet-~- 
ing of the Boulevard committee of the board 
and the State street property-owners to 
consider the contract to be submitted by 
the committee to the property-owners, but 
I —— it will be some time within a 
week.“ 


OPPOSE THE “ ACTORS’ UNION.” 


Players at the Local Theaters Think 
the Proposed Scheme Would 
Not Succeed. 


Actors now playing in Chicago do not 
consider practical the proposition emanat- 
ing from New York to form a union of 
players to fight the so-called theatrical 
trust. The plan is said to be for members 
of the proposed wnion to decline to be 
booked by the trust. They will insist on 
dealing direct with managers. 

Jeff De Angelis, one of the stars in the 
comic opera The Wedding Day,“ at the 
Columbia, said: 

“It is the first I ever heard of it. It 
strikes me as being visionary. In the first 
place, the syndicate or trust is made up 
of theatrical managers, so that, in deal- 
ing with them, actors would be dealing 
directly with the trust.. Actors themselves 
could do nothing in the matter of booking— 
that rests with the managers of theatrical 
companies. With reference to the mid- 
dlemen, I presume Klaw & Erlahger are 
the ones referred to, tor they do mos!“ of 
that kind of work. Theatrical managers 
have concluded they can make better ar- 
rangements as to routes through them than 
by independent action. I do not believe 
that any union of actors could be m&de 
to work satisfactorily.“ 

Richard Golden, who is playing in the 
“Isle of Champagne company at the 
Schiller, safd: 

“It is visionary and absurd. Actors 
could never form a union that would. last. 
They are the most impracticable business 
people in the world.“ 


SERGT. HOWARD IS PROMOTED 


His Good Record Induces Chief Kipley 
to Return Him to Detective Head- 
quarters— Williams Reduced. 


Patrol Sergeant Thomas Howard of the 
Desplaines Street Station was last night 
prometed by Chief Kipley to be Sergeant of 
Detective Sergeants at the City Hall.

WEST SIDE N GLOOM 


Lights Extinguished on Fif- 
teen Miles of Streets. 


PLUNGED INTO DARKNESS 


Main Switch Board at the Power 
House Burns Out. 


SPARK STARTS THE BLAZE. 


— 


Fifteen miles of West Side business streets 
were plunged into total darkness for a half - 
hour last night between 9 and 10 o’clock by 
the burning out of the main switch board at 
the city electric power-house at Halsted and 
Harrison streets. 

An electric spark from a wire started a 
blaze in the rear of the switch board and 
before it could be extinguished there was a 
flash and a slight explosion and six of the 
twelve main circuits were broken. Over 200 
are lights were cut off in an instant. It was 
the most serious accicent of the kind since 
the plant was started two years ago. 

C. B. Ellicott, Superintendent of the City 
Telegraph, was at the City Hall when the 
break occurred. A telephone message 
reached him within three minutes and in 
another minute he was on his way to the 
power-house as fast as one of Chief Swenie's 
fire patrol horses could travel over dark 
streets. Within twenty minutes after his 
arrival the broken circuits were,closed with 
temporary wires and the lights started 
again.

Many Pedestrians Tumble. 


During the half hour of Egyptian dark- 
ness thousands of bewildered pedestrians 
stumbled and groped their way along slip- 
pery pavements in fear of oper coal holes 
and other pitfalls Gripmen and motormen 
slackened the speed of street cars and kept 
up a continua] ringing of gongs. Drivers 
of vehicles did not attempt to move faster 
than a walk, and many pulled up beride 
the curb and waited for light. Policemen 
gripped clubs and pistols in the expecta- 
tion of a sudden boom in the holdup busi- 
ness, and everybody gave everybody else 
at least half the sidewalk in passing. Crowds 
gathered about drug stores and other bvsi- 
ness places, and hundreds inquired at police 
and fire alarm stations to learn the cause of 
the trouble. 

Just when things began to assume a pan- 
icky state the carbon points in the arc lights 
on the corners began to show a red glow and 
a moment later the thoroughfares were 
again flooded with welcome light and night 
travelers breathed freely again. 

In the meantime Superintendent Ellicott, 
Chief Engineer McMahon, and a number of 
assistants were working to repair the dam- 
aged caused by one wayward little spark. 
In a maze of twisting live wires the experts 
labored by the light of candles and torches. 
The burned out wires and plugs were has- 
tily removed and new ones substituted for 
the night. All-were soon ready except the 
river circuit,“ which carries sixteen lights. 

The Madison street line was first put right, 
and then the Washington boulevard and 
Ogden avenue circuits. The temporary re- 
pairs were made in record-breaking time, 
and the damage to the switchboard can be 
repaired without great expense. 


Police Wires Crippled. 


A telegraph wire at Green street and 
West Chicago avenue fell cri he trol- 
ley lines of the West Chica: avenue 
street railway company yesterday after- 
noon at &30. Circuit number three in the 
West Chicago Avenue Station was entire- 
ly burned out and Sergeant H. F. Kreu- 
ger and Operators Daniel Ryan and Thom- 
as Killeen were driven into the street by 
the dense smoke and electricity. The lat- 
ter burned out the registcr. Returning 
through the smoke Sergeant Kreuger and 


Operator Ryan put out the fire, while Op- 
erator Killeen loosened the wires running 


into the station and prevented further dam- 
age. No one was hurt. The police tele- 
graph service was crippled. 


BOGUS TICKETS FOR IRISH FAIR. 


Scheme to Flood the City with Them 
Discovered Before Many Are 
Sold. 


A plot by. means of which a gang of con- 
fidence men hoped to reap a harvest out of 
the coming Irish Fair by flooding the city 
with bogus tickets was discovered by the 
police yesterday afternoon when an attempt 
was made to sell a ticket to a saloonkeeper 
at Thirty-ninth and State streets. The sa- 
loonkeeper knew the man was not connected 
with the fair and notified the police. An in- 
vestigation developed the fact that a num- 
ber of the bogus tickets had been disposed 
of in the neighborhood. All were season 
tickets and were sold at a price ranging 
from $1 to $3. The counterfeit tickets are 
an excellent imitation of the real thing. 
Even the official seal of the directorate of 
the fair has been duplicated.

—State Executive Due in Chicago 
Before Many Hours—Trouble Ahead 
Uniess Revenue Reform Is Consid- 
ered as Well as Apportionment. 


The members of the General Assembly, 
Republicans and Democrats alike, are walt- 
ing anxiously Governor Tanner's call fora 
special session. They are led to believe that 
it is only a question of a few hours. It is 
generally understood, however, that the 
Legislature will be called on Dec. 15, and the 
call will not only embrace apportionment but 
revenuc reform and several other matters, 

A resident of Springfield who enjoys the 
Governor's confidence said yesterday to a 
representative of THE TRIBUNE: 


The session will be called for the 15th day 


I know what I am talking 
Spring- 
field is a peculiar place, and business inter- 
ests there naturally keep in close touch with 
the administration in power. Everybody 
there believes that the session will meet on 
the 15th day of the present month. They 
glean this information from little items of 
gossip picked up around the Governor's 
office. The Capitol is being put in 
proper condition for the session. Nothing 
will be corisidered at that session except 
Senatorial apportionment bills. The idea 
of the administration is to adjourn under the 
gavel so soon as the Senatorial apportion- 
ment bill shall have passed both branches of 
the General Assembly.“ 


Governor Expected in Chicago. 


The Governor is expected in Chicago before 
many hours to look over the apportionment 
projects. The statement that revenue re- 
form is the least of many things that are on 
his mind finds corroborauon from many 
quarters. The idea of his administration is 
to get an apportionment through and then 
adjcurn the session whether or no. 

While every Republican wants a new ap- 
portionment there are many who will insist 
on changes in,the law respecting valuation 
and listing of property for taxation, Goy- 
ernor Tanner might as well make up his 
mind that if he attempts to adjourn the ses- 
sion after the passage of a Sena- 
torial apportionment bill and without 
an effort to amend the revenue 
law, there will be more trouble in Sangamon 
County than ever he knew before. The 
members will resent bitterly any attempt to 
carry such a scheme into cffect. ‘The feel- 
ing is so strong that the fate of tlhe appor- 
tionment bill will be in danger unless the 
Legislature is given to understand in an 
authoritative way that revenue ieform is 
also to be a subject of proper consideration, 
and not a subterfuge. 


No Committee Meeting Called. 


No effort has yet been made to bring about 
a conference of the special committee ap- 
pointed to consider the new Senatorial ap- 
portionment bill. In speaking of the matter 
Representative Shanahan said: 

I have as yet received no notification of 
any such meeting. I have collected all 
the maps and other data necessary to the 
consideration of this question. I had a 
talk the other day with Senator McCloud, 
who is on the committee with me, and he 
said after a time he expected to confer with 
Senators Dwyer and Crawford relative to 
the matter, I have heard nothing since 
from Senator McCloud, but I doubt not the 
matter will be taken up in due season.“ 

Senator Dwyer said: 

No meeting of the committee has as yet 
been called. I expect there will be one 
after a while and I have no doubt that an 
amicable agreement can be reached on the 
question of apportionment.”’ 

The Democrats will fight the apportion- 
ment. So soon as the official call is issued 
their State Central committee will hold a 
conference with the joint steering commit- 
tee of the House and Senate. This meet- 
ing will map out a plan of action to be fol- 
lewed when the Legislature shall have con- 
vened in special session. Judging from the 
talk of some of the Democrats? they will 
make a determined effort to bring about 
changes demanded by the public in revenue 
laws. As might be expected they will avail 
themselves of every opportunity to prevent 
a new Senatorial’ apportionment bill and 
go before the country on a record in favor of 
a revision of the revenue code. 


POLICEMEN SAVE 1,000 YEARS. 


Big Aggregate in Ages of the Women 
Rescued from the Old Colored 
People’s Home.

It was almost a thousand years that three 
policemen from Fiftieth Street Station saved 
yesterday morning.

Policemen McNamara, O’Brien, and Mans- 
field were on the scene of the fire five min- 
utes after the alarm was given. They rushed 
up the burning stairway to the second floor 
and, bundling the frightened old women up 
in blankets, carried them safely out. 

Mrs. Cole was the only one burned. Be- 
fore the police could reach her the flames 
had coiled about her bed and burned her 
shoulders and limbs. All the old women, the 
youngest of whom was Mrs. Clarisia Crow, 
aged 65, were carried to a neighbor's house 
and then taken to the Home for the Friend- 
less. 

The Home for Old Colored People will be 
repaired and refitted as soon as possible, al- 
though the association in charge of the in- 
stitution is sadly crippled by the fire and 
much in need of funds with which to carry 
on the work.

SOCIAL ILLS A TOPIC 


ABT AND KLINE SPEAK. 


Make Brief Remarks. 


** Cures for Social Ius ' were proposed and 
discussed before the Beefsteak club last 
night, but none was adopted. The occasion 
was an annual dinner given by the members 
of that organization at the Standard club, 
Michigan avenue and Twenty-fourth street. 
One feature, of course, was the dinner, in 
which beefsteak held chief place on the 
menu. Six long tables, at which 300 men 
and women found seats, made an animated 
scene in the large dining-room. Special 
guests of the evening were: 

Miss Jane Addams, Dr. Sarah H. Stevenson, 
Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, Clarence S. Darrow, 
Henry D. Lloyd, Peter Sissman.

These guests, together with Milton J. Fore- 
man, President of the club; Israel Shrimski, 
Levi A. Eliel, Jacob J. Abt, and Samuel J. 
Kline, sat at the head table placed opposite 
the ends of all the others, 


Mr. Shrimski Presſdes. 


Mr. Shrimski officiated as the mas- 
ter of ceremonies. He introduced Messrs. 
Kline and Abt as the appointed speakers. 
Each had his address in manuscript and 
read it. Mr. Kline was the first to speak. 
He handled the subject from the standpoint 
of a layman who believes the ministers 
preach about civic wrongs and social ills 
without knowing much about them. Atany 
rate, Dr. Hirsch felt called upon afterwards 
to criticise him in rather severe terms. Mr. 
Kline defended the orthodox school as 
against the persons he denominated the sen- 
timental pulpit and platform orators of the 
present day. But he acknowledged that the 
trouble with the orthodox school was that 
it could not get the ear of the masses. 

Then he talked about the increase in popu- 
lation outrunning the opportunities for pour 
people to make a comfortable living. and 
declared that clergymen were constantly 
enunciating sentiments inconsistent with 
the laws governing the socia! relations of 
the human family. ‘“‘ What we want and 
must have,” he went on, is more educa- 
tion that will teach the people to think for 
themselves—an education that will enable 
every one to adapt his powers to a definite 
end. Improvement must come from within, 
not from without.”’ 


Dr. Hirsch in Reply. 


- When Dr. Hirsch was called upon he pro- 
ceeded to attack Mr. Kline and riddle his 
paper. He defended the modern ministers 
by declaring that their sermons and their 
works were doing more to lift up the down- 
trodden than any other agency in the world. 

I can tell you,“ said he that the trinity 
of improvidence, indojence, and incapacity 
has a good deal to do with the socia! ills that 
confront us. I can assure Mr. Kline and 
those that believe as he does that the new 
science has left behind the one sifded dogma- 
tism of the Manchester school., Every man 
is an arbiter of his own destiny. Economics 
without ethics is a presumption and a curse. 
Personal responsibility is my cure for so- 
cial Uls.“ 

Dr. Hirsch then related how he as well as 
other ministers had gone into the slums to 
get material for his sermons and he declared 
he would continue to preach humonity as 
being of more consequence than all the mil- 
lions of millionaires, whether those Who hire 
him liked it or not. 


Agitators Not Harmful. 


Mr. Abt’s treatment of the subject was 
from a scientific standpoint. He took the 
ground that the tdealist, the dreamer, the 
professional social reformer, and the agi- 
tator were not dangerous to society, as they 
are engaged in an endeavor to solve the proh- 
lem. Who can sax,“ he added, that there 
is a cure for the ills we complain of? Hu- 
mane consideration of each for each will 
lead to their mitigation.“ 

John Z. White advocated the single tax 
theory that only the owners of land should 
bear the burdens of taxation. The faculty 
Charles T. Yerkes exerts in acquiring prop- 
erty,” said he, does not carry joy to the 
hearts of those who work for him. As this 
city grows his franchises become more val- 
uable, and he should pay into the public 
treasury tribute commensurate with the in- 
crease.

UNDERTAKERS TO ORGANIZE FOR 
MUTUAL BENEFIT. 


Meeting Called for Next Monday at 
Which It Is Proposed to Request 
the Legisiature to Enact a Law Re- 
quiring Examination and License 
in Order to Practice the Art of Em- 
balming Within Cook County—Sev- 
eral Are Invited. 


The undertakers are preparing to organize 
and take a hand in politics. They have a 
legislative plum in view, and are going after 
it methodically and energetically. They 
want protection. They think the business is 
too free in its opportunities and too tempting 
to the laity. They want the Legislature to 
put up the bars, requiring a State examina- 
tion and a State license, and they want the 
examination to he thorough. 

An advertisement has been placed in va- 
rlous Chicago newspapers calling a meeting 
of the undertakers of Cook County, to be 
held at Hall 5, 83 Madison street, on Monday, 
Dec. 6, at 3 o’cluck p. m. and inviting the 
press to be present. This notice is signed by 
Frank Ketcham, an undertaker at 840 Gar- 
field boulevard. At Mr. Ketcham’s place of 
business it was learned that this is not a 
meeting of the Underiakers association, but 
is intended to be a mass-meeting or all the 
undertakers of the county. 

Officers of the State Undertakers’ asso- 
ciation will be present and an effort will 
be made to get all those in the business to 
join together to procure legislation which 
will forbid any person from practicing tho 
art of.embalming or undertaking without a 
license from the State Board of Health, 
this license to be issued only to those pass- 
ing a satisfactory examination. 

Those interested point out that other 
States have such a law and that it is proper 
that a man to whom is intrusted the im- 
portant furrction of disposing of the dead 
should be properly qualified, and that safe- 
guards should be thrown about undertak- 
ing as well as other lines of business. 

As it is now they say any person can 
take charge of a dead body regardless of 
his knowledge of sanitary rules, and that 
this is a menace to the public health. What 
is needed, they think, is fewer undertakers 
and better ones.

Attorney Lynch of Oconto, Wis., May 
Lose His Sight by the Act of 
a Woman.

Oconto, Wis., Dec. 2.— [Special. I—As a res 
sult of carbolic acid having been thrown in 
his face by a woman last night, City At- 
torney P. H. Lynch may lose the sight of one 
eye and is in danger of being otherwise dis- 
figured for life.

MGR. SCHROEDER IS TO RESIGN. 


Pope Leo Declines to Interfere with the 
Action of the Trustees of the 
Catholic University. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 2,—The purposes of 
Rome concerning the case of Mgr. Schroeder 
of the Catholic University have been made 
known to the Catholic authorities in this 
country. It is understood that the Vatican 
neither will approve nor disapprove the 
uction of the Board of Directors of the 
Catholic University, as k is felt that such 
approval or disapproval would lead to 
further irritation and scandal. It has been 
deemed best to close the whole controversy 
as speedily as possible and without formal 
orders from Rome, which would humiliate 
one side or the other. To that end an un- 
derstanding has been reached that Mer. 
Schroeder will resign within the. present 
scholastic year and probably at an early 
day. The resignation will be accepted. 

Mgr. Schroeder gave assurances to the 
University board that he would resign if the 
Pope permitted him to do so, and no further 
doubt exists as to this permission being 
given. 


MAY POSTPONE CONFERENCE. 


Coal Miners, Have No Right to Sign an 
Agreement Until the National 
Convention Meets. 


Columbus, O., Dec. 2.—[Special.]—By the 

terms of the agreement between the coal 
operators and miners upon the settlement 
of the recent strike a joint conference is 
scheduled for this month te agree upon the 
mining rate for the coming year. Now that 
the date for the conference is approaching 
the miners’ officials realize that they are not 
empowered to enter inte a new agreement 
with the operators, and will not be until the 
national convention meets in January and 
decides upon the rate to be demanded for 
1898. 
For that reason it seems necessary that 
the convention should be held prior to the 
joint conterence, in order to secure the best 
results.

COMISKEY ON ANSON. 


Western League Magnate 
Praises the Veteran. 


SUITS WESTERN LEAGUE. 


St. Paul Man Opposed, However, 
to New Drafting Clause. 


IS WORSE THAN OLD RULE. 


“I have the highest regard for Captain 
Anson personally, said President Charles 
Comiskey of the St. Paul club yesterday, 
“and, knowing his reputation and the big 
following he has in baseball, I should be very 
glad to see him in the Western league, if 
he has any thought of taking a franchise in 
our circuit. But, as I understand it, Cap- 
tain Anson has not intimated any such de- 
Sire. In fact, I know nothing more than 
gossip to the effect that he will not continue 
to be at the head of the Chicago league club. 

There is no question that the Chicago 
club and the National league, for that mat- 
ter, are under obligations to Anson,’’ Comis- 
key continued. He has been a stalwart, 
determined fighter; whether or not he has 
been a success with the club under his man- 
agement during the last few years, he has 
certainly tried to do his best. Nobody will 
deny that. Anson stood by the Chicago 
club and the league during the brotherhood 
fight, and, as one who was on the other side, 
1 will assure you that Anson was a big factor 
in that contest. In addition to putting up his 
own money, and losing it, to back the league, 
for everybody interésted in baseball lost 
money that time, he was by all odds the 
best drawing card the league had that year. 

Now, I don't know whether Anson wants 
to get into our league or not. I haven't the 
remotest idea whether he could get a Chi- 
cago franchise if he wanted it. My impres- 
sion is he would apply for a franchise in 
some other city if he should come into our 
league, but that is only a guess. I know 
nothing about his ideas on the subject.“ 

None of the other Western league mag- 
mates was in the city yesterday, according 
to Messrs. Comiskey and Johnson, and they 
both insisted that the status of the eighth 
ciub in their circuit was at present such that 
the question could not be settled. They will 
have to await developments before they can 
decide what city takes Grand Rapids’ place 
if that town is not in the circuit next season. 

Mr. Comiskey made one statement which 
appears to be of some significance in the 
matter of Chicago’s chances of getting a 
Western league franchise. I am very 
sure,“ said he, that the Western league 
will not accept the amendments imposed 
upon the minor leagues in regard to the 
drafting of players at the recent Philadel- 
phia meeting; for, while the league may 
have seemed to favor us in that they grant- 
ed the two points we asked for—restricting 
the number of players to be drafted from 
any one club to two each year and not al- 
lowing a man to be subject to draft until he 
has been in our league two years—these 
fayors are more than offset by the condition 
imposed in the way of giving the National 
league a right to reclaim a ‘loaned’ player 
on thirty days’ notice. Why, we would a 
great deal rather leave the rules as they 
were than to allow them to do that. With 
that rule in force they could wreck one of 
our clubs any time they wanted to and force 
us to do what they wanted in the way of 
deals. I do not fully understand whether 
the National league insists on this clause 
before it grants us the concessions we asked 
for, or whether they have simply requested 
us to make the concession in. regard to 
loaned players; if the three changes have to 
live or die together I am by all means in 
favor of letting them die, and I think the 
other members of our league will think the 
same way about it.“ . 

The chances are the Chicago league club 
would be far less willing to consent to es- 
tablishing a Western league club here if it 
was known that the clauses relating to the 
return of loaned players on thirty days' 
notice would not be accepted by the West- 
ern league, hence the significance of Mag- 
nate Comiskey’s remark on that subject. 
The amendments to the national agreement 
in reference to the drafting of players agreed 
upon at the Philadelphia meeting were mere- 
ly submitted to the minor leagues for ap- 
proval and have not been incorporated into 
baseball law. a 

Manager Comiskey says the National 
board is doing him an injustice in not tak- 
ing up the Slagel case, inasmuch as he has 
paid to that player a salary of $325 due 
Slagel from the Boston club with the expec- 
tation that Slagel would play in St. Paul 
next year; but the board decided that Kan- 
sas City had a prior claim to Slagel, and yet 
has made no provision for Comiskey to get 
back the money paid to the player. 

Some time ago Fred Pfeffer made appli- 
cation for the vacant Western league fran- 
chise, and upon receiving assurances that 
his friends in Omaha would help him out 
Pfeffer made application in the name of 
that city. Pfeffer has been out among the 
Western magnates booming his case, and 
was given a good send-off by Milwaukee 
papers yesterday. Fred's friends here will 
wish him success in the enterprise. Several 
of the Western league magnates are dis- 
posed to look favorably upon Omaha not- 
withstanding that city has not been a finan- 
cial success in baseball.

GEORGE SLOSSON DOWNS HIS OLD 
ANTAGONIST NASILY.

New York, Dec. 2.—[Special.]—George F. 
Slosson defeated Jacob Schaefer tonight in 
the billiard tournament at Madison Square 
Garden Concert Hall, running out when 
Schaefer had 266. * 

The game drew the largest crowd of the 
tournament. The hall was filled and the 
spectators were as appreciative as they were 
interested. 

The contest started off with a briskness 
that promised to bring it to an early close, 
but after the first three innings it became 
slower, and though both men played good 
billiards the game was one more argument 
against this style of play for popular exhi- 
bitions. 

Schaefer started off with a run of 21, to 
which Slosson responded with 22, all around 
the table shots. From the third to the sev- 
enteenth inning Schaefer made only 45 
points, while Slosson, with runs of 27 in 
the fifteenth and sixteenth innings, to say 
nothing of 42 in the seventeenth, drew 94 
points ahead. The“ Wizzard was clearly 
off his stroke and could not make a point, 
while Slosson apparently believed in rub- 
bing it in, for he followed up his attack with 
a beautifully played open table run of 61. 
Most of Slosson’s shots were of the hammer 
and tongs order, but he was accurate. In 
the thirty-fourth inning Schaefer, with the 
almost hopeless lead of 228 points to over- 
come, got down to work and by the hardest 
kind of play ran 66, finally missing an easy 
draw by a hair’s breadth. This run brought 
Schaefer’s total up to 250, but things were 
coming Slosson’s way in carriages, for he 
came back with 23, which ran his total up 
to 435. Slosson finally won the game in the 
forty-first inning, leaving Schaefer at 266.

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When Frank Ives and George Sutton 
picked up their cues this afternoon they met 
for the first time. Ives won in a game full 
of fine plays. 

The champion appeared as cool and self- 
contained as his wont, but Sutton seemed a 
bit illat ease. The play in the early part of 
the game was devoid of any brilliant shots. 

Ives soon delighted the spectators by tick- 
ing off 140. This marvelous run was made 
in twenty-one minutes. His speed was such 
that the spectators burst into applause 
every once ina while. The champion's posi- 
tion play was superb. The highest previous 
run at eighteen-inch balk line was 111, made 
by Schaefer at Chicago, so that JVves' per- 
formance sets up a new world’s record. He 
scored the 138th point by a very difficult shot 
around the table, and nearly failed at 139. 
It was plain then that the strain was prov- 
ing too great, and when Ives missed at the 
l4ist attempt there was no surprise. Tho 
shot on which he failed could readily have 
been made by a tyro, but Ives showed that 
there was a limit even to the greatest en- 
durance. He was loudly cheered on taking 
his seat. 

The champion struck his gait again in the 
eleventh, and ran forty-nine before a diffi- 
cult massé on the long rail brought him to 
grief. Ives, after a couple of small runs, 
then astonished onlookers with another 
wonderful run of eighty-five in the fourteenth 
inning, which included a pretty jump shot, 
and followed it up with a run of twenty- 
three in the next, and then ran the game out 
in the sixteenth with a run of twenty-eight, 
scoring 500 points to Sutton’s 140, and mak- 
ing an average of 31% to Sutton's 9%. In- 
cidentally, Ives not only broke all records 
with his grand run of 140 but his average is 
way ahead of anything ever made at this 
style of billiards.

DISCUSSING FOOTBALL RULES. 


Chicago Athletes Do Not Agree with 
Herschberger’s Criticisms of the 
New Provisions. 


A number of the athletes at the University of 
Chicago yesterday inclined to doubt former Cap- 
tain Herschberger’s views in regard to the new 
rules as proposed by the recent conference of rep- 
resentatives of the big seven Western colleges, 
Herschberger was quoted as inclined to the belief 
that the new rules offer opportunities for evasion 
that will tend to undo the good results of the 
present rules instead of making better ones. 

Herschberger’s objections to the new rules hinge 
principally about the four-year rule that is in- 
tended to take the place of the old six-year rule. 
Formerly a man could play four years as an under- 
graduate and two as a graduate student. but now 
he can play only four years alltold. According to 
an athlete conversant with the rules, the former 
Captain is in error in supposing that Childs of 
Beloit ’’ or Minds of Pennsyivania ’’ could play 
three years on his respective college team and 
then play for Chicago, Illinois, or any of the other 
big seven under the new rule. 

Said he: The substitution of a four for a six 
does not mean — such opening for crooked 
work as Hersechberger seems to think. The spirit 
of the rules and the intention of the framers show 
conclusively that if Minds of Pennsylvania or 
Baird of Princeton should determine to come to 
Chicago he could play only one year. and would 
have to wait a vear before he could do even that. 
As pointed out by Stagg and others who attended 
the conference there are ‘colleges’ and col- 
leges,’ and in recognition of this fact it might he 
that while Minds or Baird wou'd be limited to one 
year’s playing in the supporititious case. Jones 
or Smith from Carroll or Hedding College mirht be 
permitted to play four ful! years in addition tothe 
time he played on his former college team. It 
was to meet this very difficuity that a committee 
was appointed at the conference to define the term 
‘college’ and to thus decide who might and 
who might not have their vast terms of service 
counted against them on entering one of the big 
seven.“ 

In regard to the games played outside the“ big 
seven ’’ counting as ‘‘ practice game,“ Professor 
Knowlton of the Universitv of Michigan and 
secretary of the conference has given the following 
explanation: All games played outside the big 
seven’ are denominated practice games to do 
away with anv injustice the ‘four-year’ rule 
might work. Suppose a player ts hurt in a game 
with Beloit or Knox and is laid up for the rest of 
the year, not being able to take part in any of 
the games played with teams representing the 
‘big seven. it would be manifestly unfair to 
count that as one year’s play. and practically bar 
him from taking part in games among the b 
seven’ for more than three vears. In the same 
way, games with Harvard or Princeton, while they 
would undoubtedly be hard and important. would 
nevertheless be considered as practice games for 
the reason just given. As we intend it. no player 
shall be considered to have a vear’s niay counted 
against him unless he shall have played at least 
half a game against another of the teams gov- 
erend by the new rules. term practice 
game ’ was introduced merely for this purpose 
he protection of the player.“

A UNIQUE illustration of Kansas prosperity 
ig projected as a part of the exhibit wh‘ch 
that State will make at tae Transmississippi 
Exposition to be held at Omaha next sum- 
mer This is to take the form of a collection 

of eanceled mortgages from the “ Sun- 
flower State.“ The plan contemplates the 
gathering up through the Registers of Deeds 
of the 105 counties of the State of all the 
mortgages that may be paid off by farmers 
in the next six months, the whoie to be 
collected at Topeka and thence shipped to 
Omaha for display in the Kansas section of 
the exposition.- It is estimated that the 
number so collected will be sufficient to fill 
a freight car. Such an exhibit would furnish 
one of the most effective and unique 2d- 
vertisements of the return of prosperity to 
Kansas farmers that could be presented to 
the public. 


GREATER NEw YORK is now possessed of 
the ambition to be recognized as the leading 
Lutheran city of the world. The three most 
largely represented religious denominations 
in the city are the Roman Catholic, 89 
churches; the Presbyterian, 58 churches; 
and the Methodist, 68 churches. The Epis- 
copalian has 85 churches, but the number of 
attendants is much less than in the Presby- 
tertan even. In the present City of New 

York there are 81 Lutheran churches, but in 
Brooklyn, though the population is only half 
as large, there are 36. The German Luther- 
«an population in Brooklyn is larger than it 
‘is in New York, and, moreover, Brooklyn

Tun disturbances beginning in the Austri- 
an Reichsrath at Vienna appear to have 
taken on a serious aspect in some of the 
provincial towns, especially in Bohemia, 
where they have assumed the form of 4 
racial and anti-Semitic war.

THE commission of naval experts appoint- 
ed under authority of Congress to ascertain 
the cost of establishing a government armor 
plate plant has made its report to the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. It estimates the cost of 
such a plant, with a capacity of 6,000 tons 
per annum, which is the capacity of the 
Carnegie and Bethlehem plants, at $3,758,000, 
which ooviously disposes of the offer made 
by the latter company to sell its plant to the 
government at a cost said to be in the neigh- 
borhood of $20,000,000. The commission 
makes no recommendations, but simply 
states facts; but it is safe to shy that neither 
the Bethlehem nor the Carnegie plant will 
be bought, and that the government will no 
longer pay the extortionate price of $400 
a ton for armor plate which these companies 
have been charging, at, the, same time they 
were supplying foreign governments with 
the same plate at a much less price. The 
Secretary of the Navy will now invite pro- 
posals for building a government plant un- 
der authority of the act, and Congress in 
the meantime, whether it decides or nor to 
erect a plant, will, have all the information 
necessary to enable it to act in the premises. 
Meanwhile the offer of the Illinois Steel 
company to erect a plant capable of supply- 
ing the government with all the.piate armor 
it may need for a given number of years at 
a price almost one-third less than it has 
been paying remains open for consideration. 


DEACON - TOWN CLERK- CHRISTIAN Ex- 
DEAVORER MARK H. Woop of Barrington, R. 
I., has been brought before the high court 
of the Congregational Church of which he 
is a member and found guilty of spanking 
his wife. Deacon-Town Clerk-Christian En- 
deavorer Wood is a gentleman well along in 
the sixties, while his wife is a comparative 
bud, being in the twenties. The Deacon, 
Town Clerk, Christian Endeavorer conduct- 
ed his own defense and claimed that he was 
acting in a Christian-like manner and only 
doing his duty by his wife. Heset forth that 
she was entirely mistaken in supposing that 
he was spanking her for malice or in the 
way of punishment, as he was only engaged 
in exorcising demons that possessed her, 
which may not be such an extraordinary oc- 
currence as it looks, for young women mar- 
ried to old men, as is well known, are usually 
possessed of a numerous and picturesque ag- 
gregation of demons calculated to disturb 
their older if not better halves, and if they 
can be rid of them by spanking, or if the old 
gentlemen fancy they can, why should they 
not be allowed this harmless style of exor- 
cising? Besides, if a deacon and a Town 
Clerk and a Christian Endeavorer, arrived 
long ago at the age of discretion, has not 
the right to spank a young, frivolous thing, 
though she may be his wife, what is the use 
of his trying to keep up the family disci- 
pline? And how much more imperative and 
impressive the right becomes when the 
young thing has demons! 


PRESIDENT M’KINLEY’S PLAN. 

The New York Tribune is enthusiastically 
in favor of the President’s currency reform 
plan. That plan is that when greenbacks 
have been redeemed in gold they shall not 
be reissued except in exchange for gold. 
Supposing that during this month green- 
backs to the amount of 5 millions are pre- 
sented for redemption. Those greenbacks 
will be put on one side. They will not form 
part of the available funds of the depart- 
ment. They will be held until some indi- 
vidual or bank is willing to give gold for 
them. If he or it does give gold for them, 
then that gold is set aside for the redemp- 
tion of those notes. : 

The New York Tribune commends this 
plan because— 


Every previous proposal has been resented as 
an attempt to contract the currency. The Pres- 
ident does not propose to reduce the volume of 
the currency by a single dollar. 

Previous proposals to cancel the greenbacks 
have met with a storm of opposition on the 
ground that they substituted an interést-bearing 
debt—bonds—for a non-interest-bearing debt 
the demand notes of the United States. The 
President does not add a dollar to the interest - 
bearing debt. Z 

Still others objected because the greenbacks, 
as they said, were the best and cheapest cur- 
rency we ever had. The President does not pro- 
pose to cancel them or retire them or change their 
character in the least. 


The President does not propose to cancel 
a single greenback. That may be admitted. 
But his scheme would withdraw them from 
circulation. It would relezate them to the 
Treasury vaults and the vaults of the banks 
and the safety deposit companies and they 
never would pass thence into the hands of 
tne people. 

It is not denied that the banks want to 
see the greenbacks abolished. The New 
York Tribune asserts that“ the greenback 
is a source of apprehensicn among financial 
men.“ They do not fear the greenback, but 
they dislike it because it stands in the way 
of an exclusive bank currency. 

At this time last year the greenback hold- 
ings of the Treasury and the national banks 
amounted to 207 millions out of 546 millions. 
What amount the State aud private banks 
held is not known. At present the Treas- 
ury has a reduced stock of greenbacks. The 
banks hold more than they did a year ago. 

In the event of the adoption of the Presi- 
dent’s plan the banks could utilize the op- 
portunity to get the greenbacks out of the 
way. They could present the greenbacks 
gradually and steadily for redemption, 
knowing that once in the Treasury there 
they would stick until gold was paid for 
them. The banks would not go to the Treas- 
ury with gold to get them out. Their ex- 
pectation would be that the longer the notes 
were out of sight the more willing would 
the people be to allow the banks to increase 
their circulation. 

When the people began to complain of a 
contraction of the currency the banks would 
say “make it more of an object for us to 
issue notes and we will supply you with all 
the currency that is needed.” “No wonder 
the banks favor the President's plan. 

The most serious objection to the Presi- 
dent’s plan, however, is that it discredits 
the silver dollars, the certificates which 
represent them, and the national bank notes 

which, if the greenbacks were locked up in 
the Treasury and in the bank vaults, would 
be redeemed by the banks in silver dollars. 
They would deposit that kind of “ lawful 
money with the Treasury to redeem such 
of their notes as were presented for re- 
demption there. Those presented at the 
bank counters would be redeemed exclu- 
sively in silver dollars. 

The circulating medium would consist of 

silver dollars and silver certificates and 
bank notes. When the holder of any of 
these kinds of money wanted gold how 
would he-get it? He would not be able 
to draw any out of the Treasury with his 
dollars o1 certificates or notes. He would 
have to go to the banks or' the gold brokers 
in order to get either gold or greenbacks— 
if they had any left—with which to get gold 
from the Treasury. 
* The banks would charge a premium for 
the gold or greenbacks they exchanzed for 
silver money and notes. That premium 
would be very small at first. But it would 
be “ the little rift within the lute,” it would 
be the tiny hole in the dam which grows 
momentarily larger. The fact that gold 
and silver money had parted company, 
though only by a small fraction of 1 per 
cent, would be telegraphed all over “the 
Cnited States and would create general 
uneasiness and anxiety. 
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with silver or notes a heavier premiam 
would be charged and that premium would 
go on increasing, probably until the silver 
money had sunk to its bullion value, carry- 
ing the bank notes down with it. 

The New York Tribune should restudy 
the President's plan in the light of the ob- 
jections of this paper. When it has done 
so thoroughly the probabilities are it will 
not be so ready to indorse that plan. 


WHY THE PUBLIC DEBT WILL NOT IN- 
CREASE. 

The proposition to authorize the President 
to sell gold bonds to get gold when needed 
for redemption purposes is objected to on 
the ground that the national debt and the 
interest on it will be increased indefinitely, 
while thé Treasury will fill up with re- 
deemed greenbacks, thus contracting the 
circulation and causing a monetury strin- 
gency. Unthinking critics allege that the 
bond-issuing process will be carried on until 
the funded debt is so large that the rev- 
enues will not be sufficient to pay the in- 


terest. 


These critics do not perceive, or do per- 
ceive but will not admit, that side by side 
with this process of increasing the debt by 
the sale of bonds to get gold for redemption 
purposes there will be going on a process 
of decreasing the debt by the purchase of 
bonds in the open market with the green- 
backs which accumulate in the Treasury as 
the result of gold redemptions. Purchases 
will follow swiftly on the heels of sales, and 
that indefinite increase of the public debt 
which thoughtless objectors dread will not 
take place. ) 

Under ordinary cir¢éumstances a sale of 
bonds will not be necessary. During the 
first nine months of this year greenbacks 
and Treasury notes to the amount of 37% 
millions were redeemed in gold. But the 
gold holdings of the ‘Treagury increased 
nearly 9 millions during that period. The 
gold exports for the nine months exceeded 
the imports by 16 millions, and yet the 
Treasury gained gold. 

One reason for this was that gold dug out 
of the American mines is being continually 
taken to the United States mints and ex- 
changed there for greenbacks, Sherman 
notes, or silver certificates. From this 
source the government receives between 60 
and 100 millions of gold a year. 

Whenever the gold imports exceed the ex- 
ports; that excess flows first into the vaults 
of the banks. When they need currency 
to be used in moving the crops or for any 
other purpose they take their gold to the 
Treasury and exchange it there for green- 
backs, which they ship West, South, or to 
any part of the country where they are 
needed. If the government wil' consent to 
puy express charges on gold which banks 
desire to exchange for greenbacks it will 
get still more gold from the banks. 

When the President has full power to sell 
gold bonds to get gold for redemption pur- 
poses there will be no demand for gold due 
to a fear of the soundness of the green- 
backs. As has been stated, the gold re- 
demptions for the first nine morths of this 
year were 37% millions. For the corre- 
sponding months of 1893 they exceeded 74 
millions, for 1895 92 millions, and for 1896 
116 millions. .If Cleveland had been em- 
powered to sell gold bonds ad libitum the 
legal tender notes would not have been re- 
deemed on such a scale. There would have 
been no panic. 

But supposing there is at some time a 
specially heavy demand for-gold. It may 
be due to an extremely adverse balance of 
trade, which necessitates the shipment of 
much gold abroad. Financial troubles on 
the other side of the ocean may have com- 
pelled the foreign holders of American secu- 
rities to realize on them here, and thus 
draw gold from this country. 

If there is sucha demand, and it threatens 
to exhaust the gold reserve in spite of the 
new gold which is continually flowing into 
the mints, then the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury proceeds to sell bonds to get the gold 
which is needed. 

But a lively demand for Treasury gold 
on the part of the holders of greenbacks 
means that the Treasury is filling up rap- 
idly with greenbacks. ‘Then the Secretary 
of the Treasury goes into the market at 
once with a lot of his greenbacks and begins 
buying bonds with them. He necd not wait 
until he has several milliqns of greenbacks 
en hand. He can use the first million or 
the first hundred thousand. 

Thus tle Treasury is at the same moment 
selling bends for gold and buying bonds with 
greenbacks, thus restoring the latter to cir- 
culation and preventing a contraction of 
the currency. So by the time the special 
demand for gold is over and the ordinary 
sources of supply furnish the Treasury 
all the gold it needs the bonded debt will 
be only a little larger than it was at the 
outset. 

It will not be denied that the government 
will have to pay a little more for the bonds 
than it received for them. That is inevita- 
ble. But the small difference between the 
buying and selling price will represent the 
petty amount it costs the taxpayers to main- 
tain a credit currency which is as good as 
gold and for which gold can always be 
obtained. 

The 356 millions of greenbacks save the 
people, at 3 per cent interest, a little over 
10 millions a year. The goyerument can 
afford to use occasionally a part of the 
money thus saved in buying back at a 
slightly higher price bonds it has sold to 
get gold. 

And if the revenues of the government 
exceed expenditutes a little, as they always 
should, there will be a steadily increasiig 
fund to be devoted to the extinction of the 
public debt—not merely of the slight in- 
creases which may be due to bond sales to 
get gold, but of the existing bonded indebt- 
edness. 


WILL HUMBERT ABDICATE? 

An international sensation of considera- 
ble proportions- is foreshadowed in the hint 
given in a dispatch from Rome to the ef- 
fect that King Humbert of Italy is serious- 
ly considering the policy of abdicating his 
throne in favor of his son, the young Prince 
of Naples, who was married a year ago to 
the Princess Helena of Montenegro. The 
reason for this step is not attributed to age 
or any direct demand on the part of his 
subjects, but to questions of both a national 
and international character, and if taken, 
it is conjectured that it will prove a matter 
of grave concern to the triple alliance, of 
which Italy has been a member, in conjunc- 
tion with Germany and Austria, for many 
years. Indeed, this alliance is likely to 
be the principal reason for King Humbert’s 
retirement from the throne, and the possibil- 
ity of its taking place appears already to 
have been the occasion of considerable anx- 
lety on the part of the other powers, with 
some efforts to change his determination. 
The fact that Italy has been used as a 
catspaw to a great extent by the other par- 
ties to the alliance—and especially by Ger- 
many—and has in consequence been crip- 
pled in its trade with other countries, is 
felt to be one of the reason# for the depres- 
sion of its industries and its financial diffi- 


| culties. Yet King Humbert, with a higher 
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sense of honor than either of his “ allies 
would be expected to show, has ered 
strictly to the terms of the alliance, to his 
own hurt and that of his kingdom. To the 
necessity of freeing Italy from this handi- 
cap upon its prosperity is attributed the 
step contemplated by the King, especially 
as it will leave the young Victor Emmanuel 
free to enter into new and more favorable 


relations with the governments of Europe. 


One of the first results, it is conjectured. 
will be the breaking up of the “ dreibund ” 
and the establishment of more intimate po- 
litical and trade relations with Russia and 
France, particularly as the Prince and his 
young wife stand on the most friendly foot- 
ing with the Czar and his family. The 
outcome is regarded as a possible change on 
the face of Burépean politics of the utmost 
importance. 


THE INIQUITOUS SENATORIAL APPOR- 
TIONMENT. 

Congressman Hinrichsen, who is one of 
the authors of the Illinois Senatorial ap- 
portionment, states frankly that the Sen- 
atorial districts are now decidedly advan- 
tageous to the Democrats.” The local 
Democratic organ alleges that the appor- 
tionment does not give the Democrats an 
undue advantage and that it is impossible 
for the Republicans to carry the State by 
u large popular majority and yet lose the 
Legislature. 

„Buck Hinrichsen ought to know what 
he is talking about. He tbinks the appor- 
tionment favors his party and hence does 
not want it amended. In that the local 
Democratic organ agrees with him. It is 
suspiciously anxious that no change should 
be made in the present law. So are ail the 
Democrats. They may disagrée in their 
reasons for liking the present apportion- 
ment, but they are all devoted to it. 

It is true that last year the Republicans 
elected a majority of the Legislature in 
spite of the gerrymander. They elected 87 
out of the 153 House members. But they 
would not. have done that had it not been 
for the immense majority of 141,000 which 
Mckinley had over Bryan. 

Suppose that majority had been only 
51,000, how would the Republicans have 
fared in the Legislature? Badly. If the 
Republicans had lost 45.000 votes and the 
Democrats had gained that many, thus leav- 
ing -McKinley 51,000 majority, the Repub- 
lican vote would have fallen off 7 per cent 
and the Democratic vote would have in- 
creased over 9 per cent. 

These percentages of loss and gain car- 
ried through the legislative districts would 
havé defeated twelve Republicans and 
elected twelve Democratic House members. 
Then the House would have stood: Re- 
publicans, 75; Democrats, 76, Populists, 2. 
‘Twenty-six Senators were elected last year. 
The Republicans had 17, the Democrats 8, 
and the Populists 1. On the basis of a 
31.000 majority for McKinley. the Republic- 
ans would have had 11, the Democrats 14, 
and the Populists 1.

On the basis of a 51,000 majority for Me- 
Kinley all those majorities wouid have been 
changed into minorities. All those districts 
were laid out to be Democratic. 

The tidal wave majority of 1896, like 
that of 1894, was so great that it submerged 
the gerrymander apportionment of 1893. 
But had the majorities been only thfair, 
ordinary majorities by which the Repub- 
licans expect to carry the State when ex- 
traordinary conditions do not obtain that 
gerrymander would have been equal to the 
expectations of its framers. 

Therefore, it is the duty of the Republic- 
an Legislature, as an act of simple justice 
to the majority of the people of this State, 
to wipe out the gerrymander features of 
the Senatorial apportionment law. The 
party which elects its State ticket by 10,000 
majority ought to elect a majority of the 
State Legislature—exclusive of the hold- 
overs. As matters stand now, the Repub- 
licans could carry the State by 50,000 and 
lose the Legislature, 
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THE KAISER ON EXHIBITION AGAIN. 

There was a characteristically spectacu- 
lar performance at the opening of the Ger- 
man Reichstag at Berlinon Tuesday. This 
would be naturally presumed, however, 
when it is known that the“ speech from the 
throne” was read by Kaiser William in 
person. 

After dwelling at considerable length 
on his favorite topic of the development 
of a German navy to “correspond,” as 
the Kaiser put it, “with Germany’s. mis- 
sion at sea,“ the subject of reform in 
“military penal procedure and the con- 
dition of the state finances were touched 
upon. Thenthe Emperor came to the 
recent affair in Kiao-Chou Bay, in which 
Germany has been playing the role of the 
landgrabber in a conspicuous fashion. On 
this point the Emperor said: 


The murder of the missionaries in China and the 
attacks upon mission stations which have been 
placed under my imperial protection, and their 
welfare, which I have at heart, have compelled 
me to cause my squadron in eastern Asia to pro- 
ceed to Kiao-Chou Bay, the point nearest to the 
scene of the outrage, and land troops, in order 
to obtain full reparation and security against a 
recurrence of similar lamentable events, 


The history of this affair has been pretty 
fully reported already in the foreign dis- 
patches. While the occasion for the act is 
correctly cited, as undérstood by the outside 
world, the manner of the seizure and the 
extortionate demands since made upon the 
Chinese government for indemnity lead to 
the conclusion that it was welcomed rather 
than otherwise as furnishing a pretext for 
the occupation of coveted territory. The 
deep personal interest the Kaiser professes 
in the fate of the missionaries whose mur- 
der furnished the occasion for this display 
of arbitrary power against a foreign nation 
will be widely regarded as a transparent 
„fake.“ 

The most characteristic part of the per- 
formance was a sort of byplay following the 
speech, in which the Emperor gave utter- 
ance to the following: 


Two years ago from this platform I swore before 
you, upon the consecrated colors of my first regi- 
ment of guards, to preserve the empire as I took 
it from my grandfather and to protect and safe- 
guard its honor abroad. You have thus all be- 
come parties to my oath, and I pray, in the name of 
the empire and the Almighty God, that he will 
assist you in your work and help me to protect in 
the future as in the past the honor of the empire 
abroad, which I have not valued too low to give 
my only brother in pledge for it. 

This was, of course, intended as the 
dramatic ending of the performance, and 
so it was, though, in spite of its pompous 
solomnity, bordering closely on the farce- 
comedy, It is not surprising to learn that 
the scene was regretted by serious and 
judicious. observers. It only illustrates 
anew the Kaiser's capacity for making him- 
self ridiculous by his insufferable egotism

THERE is nothing new under the sun. In 
an old number of the Westminster Review 
there is an article showing that the game of 
slugball is of Breton origin, and was played 
in Brittany more than a century ago.

A soule in Morbihan is not a common amuse- 
ment; it is a fiery and dramatic game, where peo- 
ple fight and strangle each other, and break necks, 
a game which permits a man to kill any enemy, 
without losing benefit of clergy, provided one 
takes care to strike him as tf by mistake, and 
with an unlucky blow. Hence God knows what a 
feat a soule is for the country! It is a day of 
plenary indulgence granted to assassination. 
And who is there that has not some one to kill!“ 
2 one of the most famous souleurs said to me one 

ay. 

The slugball players of today might get 
some valuable hints from the soule players 
of Brittany. Imagine the opportunities two 
rival teams would have in playing a game 
in Chicago when it was the purpose of one 
team to take the ball to Evanston and of the 
other to Hammond. With a gridiron 
stretching from the south to the north limit 
of Chicago a game might be prolonged all 


day and all night, or two or three days and 


nights, and, instead of a few feet, there 
would be miles of area over which they 
could mass, tackle, interfere, kick, maul, 
and slug to their hearts’ content. Insucha 
case, instead of killing off a paltry eleven, 
as was done in 1807, the death list might 
have been swelled up into the scores. 


MORE REVENUE NEEDED. 

One feature of the Dingley bill, it is announced 
from Washington, is giving the President con- 
cern, and his message will touch upon it. This 
is “* reciprocity "’ and its failure to work. But 
how can Mr. McKinley refer to the Dingley bill 
at all without confessing its colossal] failure in 
its professed main intent of raising a revenue? 
How can he fail to urge upon Congress now, as he 
did last March, the duty of“raising a revenue 
large enough to meet with ease and prompt- 
ness not only current needs but increased 
pensicns, and to do it without delay, hindrance, 
or postponement ’’? Here we are at the end of 
the fifth month only of the fiscal year, and 
the deficit is $46,000,000 and steadily mounting. 
The chatter about advance importations’’ be- 
ing responsible has ceased to be even plausible. 
In his most lavish moment Mr. Dingley estimated 
the loss on this score at no more than $30,000,000. 
Well, his bill has heaped up $16,000,000 more of 
deficit in four months. To go on flattering the 
country with false hopes about his bill any longer 
is to pile folly upon folly. The bill is now a con- 
fessed, a ghastly fiasco. Unless mended in the 
coming session of Congress, it bids fair not only 
to ruin the Republican party but to cripple the 
Treasury and chill business, It is only a question 
of time when Master Dingley will have to eat his 
humble pie, and be had better begin to bolt it as 
soon as possible.—New York Post (Dem.). 

All statesmen and newspapers who have 
made an analytical study of the revenue 
question are being driven to admit that the 
present laws are inadequate to the task 
of providing sufficient revenue to satisfy 
the demands of the government, as Con- 
gress is determined to appropriate. The 
shortage which is confronting Congress is 
not less than 50 to 75 millions a year, and 
the members mey just as well make up 
their minds to the necessity of doubling 
the beer tax and levying a moderate duty 
on tea and coffee. 

The Cleveland administration subsisted 
on the money it derived. from the sale of 
bonds, which it added to the public debt. 
Itderived about 293 millions therefrom; and 
Cleveland and his officeholders and the pen- 
sloners consumed 203 millions of it to bal- 
ance the deficiencies of revenue under his 
Wilson-Gorman bill. Since McKinley came 
into ollice 46 millions more of deficiency 
have accrued. By the end of this fiscal year, 
July 1, 1898, there will probably not be a 
dollar left in the Treasury of the proceeds 
of Cleveland’s sale of bonds, which yielded 
293 millions of dollars. 

Has not shystering demagogism had its 
way long enough in respect to income and 
expenditures? Is it not high time that 
statesmen were invited to take the helm? 


WESTERN EUROPEAN LAND GRABBERS. 

It is a significant fact that the rumors 
concerning an alleged combination of “ the 
powers ”’—especially Russia and France 
to seize portions of Chinese territory to 
keep even with Germany appear, so far, to 
have originated in Berlin, provoking the 
suspicion that they are merely intended to 
justify Germany’s land-grabbing game by 
showing that it is to have accomplices, or 
at least competition, ‘in carrying it into 
effect. A doubtful report now comes by 
way of London, ostensibly from Shanghai, 
to the effect that the three powers have 
entered into a compact of this sort, Ger- 
many taking Shan-Tung, Russia Corea, 
and France Fuh-Kien and Formosa. This 
bears evidence, however, of being a mere 
local sensation, as any attempt to appro- 
priate Formosa would meet with prompt 
resistance on the part of Japan, to which 
power it was transferred by China two 
years ago in part indemnity for the Chinese 
war. It is also said that Japan will protest 
against the German occupation of Kiao- 
Chou Bay until China has completed the 
payment of the war indemnity. 

All these stories are mere speculation, but 
if a game of land-grabbing is to be entered 
upon “the powers” will doubtless find 
Japan one of the most active in this line, 
especially as it has some color of right 
growing out of the result of its late war 
with China, in spite of its virtual surrender 
to the demands of Ruasia. Then, again, 
while Corea embraces territory which Rus- 
sia might be expected especially to covet, 
any attempt to appropriate it would in- 
evitably bring on a conflict with Japan, in 
close proximity to which it lies and to which 
the Corean government has become in- 
debted since its release from the suzerainty 
of China in 1895. 

In a conflict of the sort here indicated it 
would be reasonable to expect that Great 
Britain and Japan would be brought into 
close sympathy, and, as they are especially 
strong as naval powers, their influence can- 
not fail to be felt in eastern Asiatic waters, 
If Chinn were only as wideawake and pro- 
gressive as Japan, a combination between 
these two powers would put a pretty prompt 
check upon the highway-robber proclivities 


of the powers” of western Europe, who

Before starting upon his journey he ex- 
his views quite freely upon the 
work likely to be done at the coming session. 

‘Inasmuch as this will be the first regu- 
jar session of the Fitty-fifth Congress,“ 

Mr. Dingley, and, therefore, this 
session unlimited in length by the constitu- 
tion and laws it is difficult to forecast the 
duration. The business of the approach- 
ing session will be expedited by the fact 
that the House as well as the Senate is al- 
ready organized and the committees ap- 

ed; but the Senate has no means of lim- 
iting debate, so that it is always in the power 
ofa very few Senators to greatly extend the 
gitting. I see no reason now, however, to 
believe that this session will continue later 
than June. Probably bankruptcy legisla- 
tion will be the first to come up after such 
appropriation bills as may be ready. 

“The voluntary bankruptcy bill passed 
by the Senate during the extra session was 
referred to the House Judiciary committee, 
which may be ready to report it back before 
the Christmas recess. The House will 

probably pass a substitute on the lines of 
the Torrey bill as it did two years ago, and 
then the two bills will go to conference. 
Probably the Conference committees of the 
Senate and House will agree on a compro- 
mise measure which will become a law. 


Little Hope for Currency Keform. 
“If the Senate were Republican and in 
harmony with the majority of the House 
monetary questions 1 should look for cur- 
rehey legislation, but with a free silver 
majority in the Senate antagonistic to the 
eas of the majority of the House as to 
what constitutes a sound currency system, 
I do not see how it is possible to secure 
desirable currency legislation of an im- 
portant character until the Senate is 
brought to harmony with the House. Pos- 
eibly some desirable amendments to the na- 
tional banking law might be passed by the 
Senate. The House joint resolution for 
a joint committee to consider and report 
on needed currency legislation passed at 
the extra session is still in the hands of 
the Finance committee of the Senate and 
may be reported back and considered by 
_ Senate as soon as Congress reassem- 
“While I should be pleased to see legisla- 
ton which would remedy the want of flex!- 
Mty of our banking system and would 
i separate those functions of the Treasury 
department which relate to the government 
demand notes and certificates used as cur- 
fency from those which relate to current 
receipts and expenditures and thus better 
protect the reserve, yet I believe that it is 
éufficient for all immediate purposes . to 
know that the administration has the power 
and is determined to defend the present 
monetary standard. Indeed, with sufficient 
revenue to meet all current expenditures, 
as we shall have in the next fiscal year, 
e Treasury department can accomplish 
the purpose indicated without any new leg- 
islation.

PERU ASKS FOR RECIPROCITY. 


Negotiations with That Country Are 
Already Proceeding Busily 
at Washington. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 2.—Peru is the 
first of the South American countries to 
open negotiations with the United States for 
a reciprocity treaty under the provisions of 
the Dingley law. The negotiations were be- 
gun through the Peruvian Minister here, 
Sefior Eguiguren, and at the same time the 
authorities in Peru took action which has 
given much satisfaction to the State de- 
partment here. This was in introducing a 
measure granting authority to the President 
of Peru to conclude the reciprocity treaty 
without the usual formality of having it sub- 
mitted to the Congress of that country. In 
recognition of this step our Minister, Mr. 
Dudley, expressed to Peru the satisfaction 
felt by the American government. 

The negotiations have proceeded briskly. 
Peru has submitted a schedule ot the arti- 
cles on which it desires reciprocity conces- 
sions. Tnese embrace brandies and wines, 
hides of cattle and goats, vicuna skins, sugar, 
wool, woven cotton goods, Peruvian bark, 
rubber, and many native products which, it 
is said, do. not come into competition with 
American products. It is expected that Mr.

HAWAII LIKELY TO COME IN. 


Senator Stewart Believes the Senate 
Will Quickly Dispose of the 
Question. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 2.—Senator Stew- 
art of Nevada, who arrived in Washington 
today, says the people of the Pacific coast 
generally favor the ratification of ihe 
Hawaiian annexation treaty, He expressed 
the opinion that the treaty would not con- 
s ume a great deal of time in the Senate. He 
said that so far as he knew Senator White of 
California was the only Pacific coast Senator 
pronouncedly against the treaty. 

Senator Gray, who is a member of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, said in 
reply to a question that he thought there 
would be considerable delay in disposing 
of the treaty, as many questions are involved 
which will require careful consideration and 
lead to considerable debate. The treaty oc- 
cupies first place on the Senate’s executive 
calendar. 

Senators generally agree that there are no 
questions in connection with the treaty 
that could not be properly presented in open 
Senate, and there is little doubt that an 
effort will be made to consider it in open 
session. Senator Harris of Kansas announced 
today that he was opposed to annexation. 
He has heretofore been undecided. 


TORPEDO FLYERS FOR RUSSIA. 


Czar’s Navy to Be Reinforced by Three 
„Boats That Will Be the Fast- 
est in the World. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 2.—The navy de- 
partment has received information to the 
effect that Russia is about to become pos- 
sessed of three new torpedo boats tnat will 
be easily the fastest war craft in the world, 
being capable of the enormous speed of 
thirty-eight knots per hour, with every prob- 
ability of making forty knots when pressed. 
This great speed demands greater power 
than can be supplied by ordinary engines, so 
thal the boats will be driven by steam tur- 
bines, having four separate shifts, with 
three-screw propellers on each shaft. The 
contract for the three boats has already been 
placed with an English firm. The high speed 
requirement is based upon the wonderful 
pertormance of the litte Turbina, which has 
run at the rate of nearly forty miles per 
hour. 


BRUCE GETS HIS OLD PLACE. 


Former Senator from Mississippi Is 
Named by McKinley as Regis- 
ter of the Treasury. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 2.—The President 
today appointed Blanche K. Bruce of Mis- 
sissippi to be Register of the Treasury.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 2.—The monthly 
statement of the Bureau of Statistics shows 
that the total imports of dutiable sugar dur- 
ing October last amounted to 182,998,945 
pounds, valued at $3,643,613, which is an in- 
crease over the September imports of nearly 
73,000,000 pounds, and an increase in value of 
over $1,200,000. Of these imports 5,036,550 
pounds, valued at $129,374, came from the 
Netherlands. 


Progress of Indian Schools. 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 2.—The annual 
reports of Indian schools show considerable 
progress at Carlisle, Pa., and Hampton, 
Va., the principalinstitutions. Superintend- 
ent Pratt of Carlisle reports an enrollment 
of 762 pupils at the beginning of this fiscal 
year and they include representatives of 
sixty-eight different tribes. 


Court-Martial for Captain Carter. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 2.—The Secretary 
of War today ordered a court-martial for 
the trial of Captain O. M. Carter, Corps of 
Engineers, on charges’ of unofficerlike con- 
duct in the disbursement of government 
funds for the improvement of Savannah 
River and harbor. The court will meet at 
Savannah on Wednesday, Jan. 5.

DEFEATOF THEGANG 


Mayor Wins Victory for Track 
Elevation Committee. 


TWO QRDINANCES PASSED 


Northwestern and St. Paul Road- 
beds Ordered in Air. 


COST IS PUT AT $3,000,000. 


Mayor Harrison won a good fight yester- 
day, and the fruit of his victory was the 
passage by the City Council of the ordinances 
elevating the tracks of the Northwestern 
and Milwaukee and St. Paul roads at the 
special meeting last evening. 

For à time during the day it looked as if 
the end of track elevation had been reached 
for this and perhaps many succeeding ad- 
ministrations. A number of Aldermen had 
balked at the doings of the Track Elevation 
committee, and determined to defeat its 
ordinances unless they were allowed a finger 
in the pie. A plan had been arranged to re- 
fer the two ordinances set for last night to 
the Streets and Alleys committee, where they 
were to be hung up until the railway people 
came to the front and rescued them. As it 
was known the railways would never con- 
sent to be bled for being allowed to elevate 
their tracks it looked as if the whole matter 
was in the alr. 


Mayor Draws the Line. 


But in the morning the Mayor took a hand. 
He sent for the recalcitrant Aldermen and 
told them if they united to defeat track 
elevation they need never come to him for 
even a bridewell pardon, and in the words of 
Alderman Brennan “ read the riot act gen- 
erally.“ 

It was a repetition of the day when he 
fought to have his veto of the General Mec- 
tric trolley ordinance sustained. 

The rebellious Aldermen held out to the 
last moment and did a deal of blustering all 
the time. But they finally yielded, and at 
the meeting of the Council were as docile 
as could be wished. They passed the two 
ordinances without an amendment save one 
proposed by Chairman Maltby of the Track 
Elevation committee himself, and in the 
final roll-call there were only two votes in 
the negative—those of Aldermen Knudson 
and Walsh. 

When the Northwestern ordinance was 
called up Alderman Maltby said there was 
a serious objection to closing Wabansia 
avenue with only a footway under the ele- 
vated tracks and so he would amend the 
ordinance to make it a full sixty-six-foot 
subway, through which teams could pass. 


Work in the Session. 


This was the only amendment carried. 
Alderman Knudson tried to have the foot- 
way under the tracks at Carpenter street 
changed to a subway, but failed, Alderman 
Maltby explaining that a subway would 
be put in when a bridge was put up over 
the river at this street, and Alderman 
Schlake made an effort to have the foot- 
way at Wrightwood avenue changed to a 
twenty-two-foot subway, but could not 
make it. .A similar fate overtook Alderman 
ꝑKnudson's attempt to establish a grade 
crossing at Dick street. Alderman Walsh 
also moved to strike out the clause in the 
ordinances whereby the city agrees to hold 
the railway companies harmless against 
damage suits from property-owners, but 
was defeated. 

The ordinance provides for the elevation 
of the tracks of the Northwestern road 
from West Chicago avenue at a grade of 
.05 per cent to May street, where they shall 
be twenty feet above city datum. Thence 
they shall raise gradually, crossing North 
avenue at an elevation of twenty-one feet, 
Clybourn place at 20.7 feet, Elston avenue 
at the same elevation, the North Branch 
at 22.7 feet, Fullerton avenue at 20.7 feet, 
and join the northern section of the road, 
which is already elevated, at Diversey ave- 
nue. The Wisconsin division shall also be 
elevated from Clybourn place to join the 
section already elevated at Wood street. 
All crossings of the Northwestern and St. 
Paul shall be at the new grade, the eleva- 
tion of the two roads at these crossings to 
be the same.

TROLLEY LINE ON THE RIVER. 


Angus 8. Hibbard Would Have 
Docks Along the Harbor 
Front. 


side- 


Angus S. Hibbard, manager of the Chi- 
cago Telephone company, has a scheme of 
harbor improvement whereby he would use 
both the river and outer harbor. He advo- 
cates the establishment of asystem of docks 
at the mouth of the river, as advocated by 
Mr. Yerkes, but instead of closing the river 
after they are built, he would stretch trolley 
wires along and over it, and lighter the 
freight landed on the docks by vessels or to 
be carried tothem to be then loaded by elec- 
tric barges receiving thelr power from these 
wires. To keep the lake going vessels out of 
the river and compel them to land at the 
docks of the outer harbor he would replace 
the present swing bridges with permanent 
structures. 

The project of moving boats by the trol- 
ley system has already been tried and found 
to be a success. The only question in re- 
gard to Mr. Hibbard’s scheme is the one 
of cost—whether the traffic could stand the 
extra cost of a double handling of the 
freight and the charges of lightering it 
from the elevators to the docks or from 
the docks to the warehouse. 

“Chicago has reached a point in her 
growth where no small halfway measures 
should be considered,“ says Mr. Hibbard. 
We must plan in keeping with our pres- 
ent standing and great possibilities. I 
would summon electricity—that wizard of 
the-century—to help us banish many of our 
greatest evils. First of all, the lake fur- 
nishes Chicago’s ee harbor. Out be- 
yond the finished Lake-Front Park we 
could have a harbor that would amply shel- 
ter the entire fleet of the great lakes. Then 
we could string, say, four trolley wires from 
the mouth of the river as far up the stream 
as we wished. In the outside harbor the 
big freighters would anchor or tie up at 
docks and a swarm of quick-rmoving, readily 
loaded trolley lighters would hasten to re- 
move their cargoes and distribute them at 
the docks along the river. Tugs would be 
needed to take these lighters from the river’s 
mouth to the loaded vessel and back again, 
but so soon as the trolley wire was reached 
the tug would let go and silent, clean, pow- 
erful electricity would do the rest—and do 
it well. 

But above all other considerations would 
be the great increase in value of all river 
dock property. Did you ever stop to con- 
sider what a small percentage of river dock- 
age is now used? Ido not know exactly, but 
from observations I should say that aside 
from the docks near the mouth of the river, 
a few coal dealers and elevator owners have 
the only docks that may be called busy orin 
constant use. Then, with the trolley lighter, 
the city could make use of its dock property 
at the crossing of streets, realizing a com- 
fortable revenue where now not a cent Is re- 
turned. 

Any electrical engineer will tell you the 
scheme for trolley lightering is practical 
and would prove economical. If it were 
adopted, the city would save many thou- 
sands of dollars in deepening the stream 
which must before long be given up as a 
harbor sufficient for all our needs. The 
Drainage board doesn’t know what to do 
with its power at Lockport. This trolley 
system would offer it a good field, or failing 
that, the large plants of the city could fur- 
nish the power.“ 


SLEIGHING IN STORE FOR TODAY 


Professor Garriott Promises a Lib- 
eral Continuation of the 
Snowfall. 


Snow enough for sleighing will be upon the 
ground today, acording to the prognostica- 
tion of Professor E. B. Garriott. 

There will be considerable snow before 
morning.“ he said last evening, and it will 
continue snowing during the day. I think 
a fair, moderate snow can be promised. The 
wind veered to the northeast about 5 o’clock 
and the lake influence brought the tempera- 
ture up to 27°. It was 14° above Zero this 
morning. I anticipate that tomorrow will 
be colder than today. The weather is un- 
settled everywhere.”’ 

Milwaukee got the full force of the cold 
wave, the theremometer dropping to 2° 
above zero. Havre, Mont., reported the 
thermometer 44° below and still falling, ut 
it is warming up in the Northwest territory 
and it is not anticipated that the cold wave 
has come to stay, even in Montana.

BIG WASTEINWATER 


Mayor’s Commission Finds 
Two Leaks in Department. 


LOSS IN REBATES $454,985. 


Chicago Uses 125 Gallons Against 
Other Cities’ 30. 


REPORT OF EXPERT HARPER. 


Mayor Harrison’s commission to correct 
abuses in the water offices, at its first meet- 
ing yesterday discovered two important 
leaks. One was the indiscriminate waste 
of water by the consumers, based on the 
discovery that while other large cities find 


sufficient, Chicago has to furnish 125 gal- 
lons to each person every twenty-four 
hours. The other was embodied in the re- 
port of Expert Accountant Harper, showing 
that during the two years preceding last 
April rebates of water taxes to the amount 
of $454,985 had been made without cause. 

As a result of the latter discovery Com- 
missioner McGann ordered the suspension 
of Assessment Clerk R. T. Howard pending 
an investigation. Howard, it is said, or- 
dered reductions acting under orders from a 
superior official. 

The meeting of the commission was held 
in the ante-room of the Council chamber 
and there were present Aldermen Nelson, 
Barry, and Ziehn, W. D. Kerfoot, Owen F. 
Aldis, Commissioner McGann, and Superin- 
tendent Lang of the water office. Alderman 
Barry was chairman and Dwight Brown 
Secretary. 

Commissioner McGann said he thought the 
scope of the commission broad enough to 
organize the water office on strictly business 
principles. He urged the necessity of a 


ment of a uniform fixed rate for large con- 
sumers, and the extension of the meter 
system. The city, he said, was at present 
experimenting by manufacturing its own 
meters and had under consideration the 
adoption of an electrical register in the 
City Hall which would record accurately all 
water used through the thousands of meters 
in operation throughout the city. 

To bring before the commission the watér 
office frauds: Commissioner McGann sub- 
mitted the preliminary report prepared by 
Expert Accountant Harper, who has been 
at work for several months investigating 
that department. The report reviews in 
detail the evils of the rebate systerh.

The report adds that the city has been 
losing an average of $100,000 a year 
through unauthorized reductions in water 
rates.

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Is Called “ Blown Away.” and Is a 
Bright Nursery Tale with Glints of 
Satire as Well as Much Guileless 
Humor — Story of a Woman with 
Forty Daughters All Under 19 Years 
of Aze—Quest for a Prince Confined 
in a Boarding-House. 
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HE story of a woman 
with forty daugh- 
‘ters, all under 19 
vears of age, is what 
has inspired the pen 
of Richard Mans- 
field to write Blown 
Away (Page). Mr. 
Mansfield is very 
apologetic about his 
maiden effort, which 
is nevertheless clev- 
er, and is, perhaps, 
even destined to take 
its place in the great 
heart of the people 
side by side with 
Davy and the Gob- 
Un.“ It is a charm- 
ing, healthful, im- 
possible thing which 
will delight the 
hearts of the chil- 
dren the world over, 
and it has been 
charmingly illus- 
trated by Miss Mar- 
garet Jones of Mil- 
waukee. 
It hardly ever happens that a preface 
amounts to much, but Mr. Mansfleld's docs, 
to the point of being one of the best things 
about the book. If any person thinks,“ he 
gays, that any beast or thing described in 
this book is a caricature of him he is in 
error. The book contains no satire, sarcasm, 
or cynicism. It has no point nor purpose. 
It tells no story. There is no adequate rea- 
gon for its publication. It served the purpose 
of amusing some young people on a lengthy 
journey. It was then tossed aside and for- 
gotten. It should never have been disturbed. 
It was.“ Mr. Mansfield adds that his affec- 
tion for his wife is the reason for not dedicat- 
ing the pages to her. 

If the author has omitted his wife from 
the dedication it is generally understood that 
he has not done so systematically through 
the book, since one of the heroines is yclept 
Beatrice and has yellow locks. The book 
is one of the last which one could imagine 
would come from the pen of Richard Mans- 
field as he is known to everybody on and off 
the stage, and it betokens a simple, almost 
childlike side to his nature. 

When the widow and the forty daughters 
-of Mr. Mansfield’s imagination have served 
as an inspiration their mission is over; that 
is to say, the mission of the widowed mother 
and thirty-eight of her progeny, since they 
are disposed of summarily in the opening 
paragraphs, and only two survive to act as 
heroines. When the curtain rises, to drop 
into theatrics out of respect for the his- 
trionic author, we are treated to a scene of 
the happy family seated at breakfast, and 
there is peace. Action begins without pro- 
logue with the entrance of a cyclone via the 
window, which blows the entire family out 
the way it came, only two of whom, Bea- 
trice and Jessie, are ever heard of again. 
It is their fortunes we are called upon to 
trace, though, as their biographer accurately 
qualifies, ‘‘this is altogether absurd, since 
neither of them had a penny.”’ 

Beatrice and Jessie, then, are blown away, 
and a pretty chase they lead the imagina- 
tion of their dignified memoir writer, and 
one can see how a circle of children on a 
very rainy day would be breathless. The 
history goes on to say that the cyclone car- 
ried them an enormous distance through 
the air. ‘‘ Fortunate were they.“ comments 
Mr. Mansfield dreamily, that it did not 
carry them through mud or through fat or 
through ink or through many things I 
could name but would not. No, it carried 
them through the air.“ The destination of 
the heroines proves to be a wood, and there 
it is that they fall in with the Owl, the Rat, 
and the Raven, and any number of pleas- 
ant people who say clever things one to 
another, and whose etiquette permits puns 
galore. 

It is the Rat who furnishes all the motif 


there is to the story by telling the children 


about a certain boarding-house wherein is 
stationed a captive prince, imprisoned by 
the boarding-house fairy. The hint is ac- 
companied by explicit directions for rescu- 
ing the prince, the first point in which is 
that they are to keep along Piccadilly until 
they come to- Mount Arrowroot. And the 
two start cut forthwith to arrange the 
rescue. Their adventures are various. 
Nothing is too inconsequent or too illogical 
or tco impossible to happen to them. 
-2- 

The personal element is the interesting 
thing always and it is read between the 
dines continually in spite of the preface. 
The first. touch of it comes when the coach- 
man arrives at the Queen's palace just as 
that sovereign finds that she has been given 
@ surprise party. Miss Jones’ picture of 
her sweeping crowned down the staircase, 
her royal mouth wide open, shouting: ‘I 
don’t like surprise parties,’’ does undenia- 
ly look like Queen Victoria. I don’t like 
Surprise parties,“ shrills the indignant 
Queen, unless I am told about them be- 
forehand, so as to have things ready.“ The 
Surprise party is well used to do a neat bit 
of satire on court things in general. The 
poet laureate, bidden sing, blackens his 
face and carefully arranges his feet in front 
of him so not to make any mistake in the 
meter, and then voices his sentiments. 

There is room for a good deal of humor in 
the happenings of the surprise party, 
through all of which, the preface again con- 


tradicting, one insists upon the satire. When 


the Minister of War comes he hits his head 
three times against the mantel to prove 
that he is not afraid of anything, and then 
announces to her Majesty that there is a 
war coming. The Queen raises her im- 
perial eyebrows and demands where it is 
coming from. The august Minister taking 
one of the curl papers out of his mustache 
reads it carefully and gives it up, with the 
postscript that if he did know he shouldn’t 
tell, since she must ask the Minister of For- 
eign Afiairs about such things. However, 
he is in a position to require, he thinks, 
that dinner be postponed till after the war. 

There is another well done bit of serious- 
mess over the trial at court when their 
friend the Owl insists on claiming the en- 
tire laundry of Beatrice and Jessie because 
all the articles are marked with an 0. The 
author of “ Jarndyce vs. Jarndyce” never 
had a clearer conviction of the way things 
o in courtland than the creator of this 
little court. The justice at this famous 
trial is a fine, fat, elderly pig in an arm- 
chair. Near him is stationed a little pig, 
whose duty it is to repeat continually, ‘‘ Hats 
off!’ when he is not shouting ‘“ Silence in 
court!“ To his first injunction Beatrice 
and Jessie take off their hats and sit on 
them, and are told by the justice that they 
needn't have done that, when, however. they 
ask why the Uttle pig roars, “ Silence in 
court!” which the justice supplements by 
the volunteered information that they must 
mot say anything themselves. When they 
ask naturally who must say it, the little 
pig shouts, *‘ Silence in court.“ So he does 
when they claim the disputed linen and 
when the justice asks them if they have 
angthing to say why the latter should not 
pass into the possession of the Owl. Final- 
dy, in consideration of their extreme youth, 
they are let off without any of the linen 
an told never to do it again, and when they 
ask “ Do what?” the little pig admonishes 
** Silence in court,” and Beatrice and Jessie 
are thrown into the street. ° :

Outside 
the ark they find that the water has risen 
mountain high, and thet unless some sail- 
ing vessel comes to their rescue they will 
immediately be drowned. In consequence 
of this fear they strain their eyes for days 
searching the scorched horizon for a ves- 
sel, and find none. Hunger visits them, 
according to their historian, but they say 
they are out. Then their limbs become 
so chilled that they turn different colors, 
which is the only kaleidoscopic entertain- 
ment they enjoy. At last, one day, Jessie’s 
turning red, white, and blue, Beatrice 
eries: A flag! and sinks back exhaust- 
ed on the raft, though this irresponsible 
anthor has made no mention of the slight- 
est raft before. They are rescued by a 
frigate. 

Then they go to a robin’s reception, and, 
being fighting girls, they lay about them 
for something to eat in the approved fash- 
ion of other receptions, and kick and 
scratch and bite until at last they secure 
a handful of ice cream and a pocketful of 
apricot jelly, only to be attacked by some 
late arrivals and robbed of all their hard 
won refreshments. 

And finally, after passing some insur- 
mountable difficulties, Beatrice and Jessie 
arrive in a narrow court, whose length 
and breadth are permeated with the odor 
of hash; they have found the boarding- 
hcuse. They have now only to rescue the 
captive Prince, and they do it after a fun- 
ny encounter of some length with the 
bearding-house fairy, and an excellent de- 
scription of the boarding-house parlor, 
where the tick of the ciock was absolutely 
the only tick in the house which stood still. 

It would not be fair to divulge the nature 
of the final ‘catastrophe which befell, be- 
cause nobody could find a rhyme for 
lager.“ But it is safe to say that this 
and all the rest of Mr. Mansfield’s whim- 
sical and clever story will arouse many a 
laugh from all children under 100 years 
of age.

WHEAT AND FLOUR EXPORTS OF 
NEARLY A MILLION BUSHELS. 


Rallies on This Showing and New York 
Export Engagements—Grain Mar- 
kets All Weak and Disposed to 
Drag—World’s Supplies of Lard De- 
creased 45,000 Tierces During No- 
vember — Receivers and Elevator 
People Sell Corn Down. 


The two important rallies in yesterday's 
wheat market were due to the posting of 
unusually heavy clearances at the Atlantic 
ports and the announcement of considera- 
ble new export business by New York. 
Clearances have been sufficiently heavy on 
three days of this week to form definite 

, speculative consid- 
eration. Yester- 
day’s showing, in- 
cluding the exports 
at Newport News, re- 
ported twice a week, 
aggregated 954,000 
bu. The clearances 
for four days have 
been 4,120,000 bu. The 
showing of clear- 
ances caused a rally 
of %c early in the 
day. The rally on 
the New York export 
engagements was 
froma lower level and 
came during the lat- 
ter part of the ses- 
sion. The business 
was put at 50 to 60 
loads. Aside from 
the statements re- 
garding clearances 
and the export business most of the consid- 
erations of the day counted against holders 
and a great deal of local bearish sentiment 
was developed. The big professional pit 
traders were nearly all full sellers of wheat. 
The Price Current summary was rather 
bearish. The Argentine advices were con- 
flicting and the receipts at primary points 
were liberal at 853,000 bu. Liverpool 
opened with a decline of d and closed with 
spot wheat unchanged and futures ranging 
from % to 144d lower. 


Liverpool Market Is Weak. 


A New York concern with extensive for- 
eign connections wired that the Liverpool 
market was being depressed by American 
speculators. During the early part of the 
day a report that the Burlington road had 
something like 500 cars at Minneapolis 
ready to move wheat to Chicago had as 
much to do a8 anything else with causing 
a break. On this rumor May wheat cold 
down to 90c. It rallied to 90%c, but before 
the announcement of the New York ex- 
port trade had worked off to 89%c. The 
Northwestern markets weakened on cash 
wheat. The representatives of the clique 
gave the market no support and were sup- 
posed by many to be free sellers. North- 
western receipts were 758 cars, against 355 
the same day last year. Local receipts 
were 219 cars, against 24 cars a year ago. 
Duluth reported 1,500,000 bu chartered 
there for immediate shipment, most of it 
to be moved to Chicago. The continental 
markets were irregular, Paris being un- 
changed to 10 centimes higher, and Ant- 
werp unchanged to 12% centimes lower. 
Aside from the heavy selling by scalpers 
early in the day there was nothing signifi- 
cant in the pit trade. Baldwin-Gurney 
bought May wheat freely around 80%c. The 
outside interest in the market is extremely 
light. The fact that the selling early was 
too unanimous was shown in the quick rally

Provislons were dull and steady. Fluctu- 
ations were within the narrowest possible 
range. There was some disappointment 
regarding the decreases in local stocks 
shown, but, on the other hand, the local 
receipts of hogs were less than expected 
and prices were up 5c. Seven principal 
markets had 80,500, against 74,300 a year 
ago. The Western packing to date is fig- 
ured at 495,000 hogs, against 345,000 hogs 
for the same week last year. The world’s 
lard stocks decreased 45,000 tes during No- 
vember. Packers report a good cash de- 
mand. The Hately buying of lard for May 
delivery early in the day was perhaps the 
most important business done in the pit. 


Coarse Grains Heavy. 


There was a slow, easy, and lower market 
in corn, which suffered from a general dis- 
position to sell it. The cold weather was 
quoted as a bearish influence owing to its 
effect on navigation. Some of the heavy 
selling of the morning was done by Barrett- 
Farnum, Counselman, Lloyd Smith, Seav- 
erens, Schwartz-Dupee, Pratt, and Evering- 
him. Pringle was about the only pro- 
nounced buyer, but the pit as a whole ab- 
sorbed the offerings at the slightly lower 
range established. Cash demand was fair 
at about 4c over December prices, and ves- 
sel room was chartered for £00,000 bu at 2½0 
to Buffalo. These rates are unchanged, but 
are firmly held. Offerings on shipping ac- 
count were heavy. Local receipts were mod- 
erate, but at primary points they were 
heavy—612,000 bu, twice as much as at the 
corresponding time last year. Eastern clear- 
ings were also heavy at 696,000 bu. 

There was more of an inquiry for round 
fots to load and hold at lake ports during 
the winter months than has recently made 
itself apparent. This was reflected in local 
charters. 

Samples were steady early, but lost about 
e toward the close. Sales on track and 
free on board: No. 4, 24%@25c; No. 3, 25% 
@26%c; No-3 yellow, 25%@2tc; No. 3 white, 
25%@26c; No. 2 white, 26%4c. Billed through:

The break in wheat was largely responsi- 
ble for a weak tone in oats, both deliveries 
closing at the bottom points touched, 20%c 
for December and 21%c for May. A good 
many oats were sold against purchases of 
corn, and by traders who went long in an- 
ticipation of a rally immediately folowing 
the first of the month, Bartlett-Frazier 
were about the most pronounced sellers. 
There was a fair cash demand, 200,000 bu 
being taken for shipment. Eastern clear- 
ances were 350,000 bu. Samples were in good 
supply and steady. Sales on track and free

May opened at 49¢, sold at 
49%, and closed at opening figures. Barley 
was steady for feed on a basis of 26c. There 
was not much offered and demand was very 
light. Malting grades were quotably steady 
at unchanged figures, 27@37c. Seeds were 
almost entirely nominal. Year timothy was 
quoted $2.65 and March 82.80. Contract 
clover was called $5.20@5.25, not enough 
being done to establish new quotations. Flax 
seed was quiet and heavy, Crushers bought 
very little. They say the demand for oil is 
extremely light, and a tendency to cut oil 
prices makes it necessary for them to lower 
bids for seed.

So far as holders are concerned the che 
market has fallen into an — 
condition Wholesale grocery houses are 
said to be handling more of this dairy prod- 
uct than South Water street commission 
men, and on full creams, on which the season 
is now over, the grocers have let down prices 
about 2c perlb. One reason for th‘s has been 
the unusually slack demand from the South 
for several months past, which was particu- 
larly noticeable during the late summer 
months, when quarantine regulations were 
in force. The South is a great cheese eating 
country, and is depended on to make serious 
inroads in the products of Northern rac- 
tories. This fall it has not done it, and 
stocks have accumulated. In this market 
there are now 29,315 boxes, against 19,444 
on Nov. 1 and 16,180 at this time last year. 

Such consolation as the trade is able to ex- 
tract from the situation comes from the 
fact that the season for making full creams 
is now over, and stocks cannot get any 
larger than they now are. Usual buyers are 
so well supplied that current demand is 
very light. The cheese situation, however, 
is expected to improve, because skims are 
not much wanted, and filled cheése is under 
A legal ban. 

Small game is in good demand and quota- 
bly firm, but carcasses, such as venison, are 
going slow. 

Potatoes took another jump of 3c yes- 
terday, mainly because of light arrivals and 
good demand. For the four days of this 
week 72 cars have dome in, against 142 cars 
for the corresponding period last week. The 
track market is now virtually 60c, without 
much regard to variety so long as the stock 
is choice, 

Apples continue quiet. The feeling at the 
Same time remains strong, and there are in- 
stances where a shade above the quoted 


prices is asked. Arrivals are small and on track 
offerings have almost ceased. This turns the 
trade to stored apples, of which some are now 
moving. Buyers are not taking hold freely, the 
prices asked in some instances preventing a free 
movement.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


ALLIANCE BETWEEN NORTHWEST- 
ERN AND UNION PACIFIC LINES. 


Relations Between the Two Roads to 
Be/ Close—The Former to Control 
Traffic and Executive Affairs of the 
Latter—Marvin Hughitt Likely te 
Be Chairman of the U. P. Directory— 

Vanderbilts and Huntington May 
Combine. 
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It becomes more evident every day that 
the relations between the Union Pacific and 
the Chicago and Northwestern will be ex- 
ceedingly close. While there will be no 
actual consolidation of the two roads yet 
their relations will be the same as now 
exist between the Northwestern and the 
St. Paul and Omaha lines. In other words, 
the Union Pacific will be controlled, so far 
as traffic and executive affairs are con- 
cerned, by the Chicago and Northwestern. 

No doubt is entertained that Marvin 
Hughitt, President of the Chicago and 
Northwestern, will also be the chairman of 
the Board of Directors of the Union Pacific. 
For President, the choice seems to be be- 
tween E. W. Winter, formerly General 
Manager of the St. Paul and Omaha, and 
lately President of the Northern Pacitic, 
and Horace G. Burt, Vice President and 
assistant to the President of the Chicago 
and Northwestern. It was also reporied in 
railway circles yesterday that M. M. Kirk- 
man, controller of the Northwestern and 
Omaha roads, would have added to his pres- 
ent duties those of controller of the Union 
Pacific. 

All sorts of rumors are current as re- 
gards the intentions of the Vanderbilts for 
extension of their system to the Pacific 
coast. The Elkhorn branch ofthe North- 
western, it is said, will be extended to some 
point on the Utah Northern, and the Union 
Pacific will be closely identified with the 
Oregon Short line and Oregon Railway and 
Navigation company, and thus give the 
Vanderbilts a through line from the At- 
lantic to the north Pacific coast. There 
is also a possibility that the Vanderbilts 
will try to wrest the Central Pacific from 
Huntington and make it the Union Pacific 
extension from Ogden to Sacramento, Cal.

Western passenger officials are in great 
glee over the results thus far achieved by 
the mass-meeting of General Passenger 
Agents of all the lines in the West, which 
has been in session in the Great Northern 
Building for the last two days. It looks 
as if the Western General Passenger Agents 
had really entered upon a new era of peace. 
What formerly could not be accomplished 
during sessions lasting several weeks has 
now been accomplished in two days. It 
shows that the railroads in the West have 
become tired fighting each other into bank- 
ruptcy and that they propose to use more 
conservative methods hereafter in manag- 
ing their passenger traffic. 

Yesterday morning action was taken re- 
garding the maintenance of all agreed rates, 
which, if properly carried out, will largely 
increase the revenues of the roads, without 
advancing regular rates now in effect.

There shall be no dealings of any character 
with ticket brokers and no arrangement of 
any kind with any person will be made 
involving deviation from established traf- 
fic rates. 

It was further agreed to appoint a com- 
mittee or committees for the purpose of 
formulating more restrictive methods for 
non-intercourse with ticket-brokers, more 
satisfactory control of theatrical, and of 
reaching better understanding for the re- 
striction of individual action. The General 
Passenger Agents of the Western roads, it 
is claimed, did not adopt those restrictive 
measures of their own volition, but were 
stimulated into decisive action . by im- 
perative instructions from the executive of- 
ficers of their respective roads. It is under- 
stood that the executive officers will meet 
at an early day to agree upon a plan of 
agreement to induce the roads not now in 
the Western Passenger association to be- 
come members. Unless this is done there 
will undoubtedly be a speedy return to old 
conditions, as it will not be possible other- 
wise to hold the so-called weak lines in 
check.

THE POSTAL SAVINGS SCHEME. 


Why It Would Require a Training 
School in Banking—Difficul- 
ties to Overcome. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—[New York 
Post.J—It has apparently escaped notice in 
the current discussion of Postmaster Gen- 
eral Gary’s pcstal savings bank project that 
the establishment of a huge national train- 
ing school in banking would have to go 
along with it. Of course this bureau of in- 
struction would never be known by that 
name any more than is the present Sixth 
Auditor’s office of the Treasury, which is in 
reality a corresponding class for country 
postmasters. This auditing bureau, which 
deals with postmasters’ accounts, has on 
its pay-rolls more than 500 names, including 
clerks and laborers. Mr. Howard, a former 
head of the division, once described it as a 
training school for fourth-class postmas- 
ters,“ and he added that it would be a com- 
paratively easy matter to audit the ac- 
counts of the 70,000 postmasters in the 
United States, if in submitting their re- 
ports the ‘postmasters would only follow 
directions intelligently and keep their ac- 
counts systematically. But this they are 
unable to do, and so by far the greater part 
of the clerical force is occupied in giving 
the rural postmasters instructions. In most 
cases the lessons are of a surprisingly ele- 
mentary character. 

If it takes 400 clerks to audit the ac- 
counts of fourth-class postmasters on the 
present basis, it may be asked, How large 
a Staff would be necessary to instruct post- 
masters in the art and practice of banking? 
The United States alone among civilized na- 
tions apparently believes it best to con- 
duct large business undertakings, like the 
distribution of the mail in the local com- 
munities, by a force which is changed every 
four years with almost unbroken regu- 
larity. The first year of a new administra- 
tion is looked upon with dismay by the 
clerks in the Sixth Auditor’s office. But 
the hundred-dollar-a-year Podunk postmas- 
ter gradually learns something as his term 
continues; and by the time he is ready for 
decapitation by the next administration, he 
is in a condition to conduct his office with 
sufficient intelligence to give the auditing 
bureau little trouble. The addition of the 
banking business to the present duties of a 
postmaster would give the present system 
a severe strain. Perhaps it might result in 
compelling the adoption of civil service re- 
form methods, and, if so, postal savings 
banks will be of inestimable value. But the 
public seems yet far from realizing that 
intelligent government work requires 
trained men. 

So badly rendered are the postmasters’ 
accounts in certain cases that it is not un- 
usual for the department clerks here to 
make out the reports in advance for them, 
asking them to run over in ink the 
hypothetical figures which are put in for 
them here in Washington with a lead pen- 
eil.

According to the 
testimony of the chief clerk, 20 per cent of 
the rural postmasters are unable to — 
prehend the difference between sales and 
cancelations of stamps, or to believe that 
there can be any necessity for keeping these 
two items separate. Any one who looks 
over these reports as they now come into 
the department would be convinced that to 
teach their authors the principles of banking 
by correspondence will be no holiday task 
It is quite true that it is not proposed 
to make every postoffice a depository for 
savings, and that the very lowest grade 
of fourth-class postmasters would not 
compelled to do this work. But just so 
far as rural sections are unsupplied with 
postal savings banks will the project fall 
short in the very places for which it is par- 
ticularly. intended. No one is urging the 
postal savings bank for the benefit of peo- 
ple who live in Eastern cities; yet there is 
where the postmasters could best keep the 
accounts. It is in the mountains of North 
Carolina, where other banking facilities are

every four years who are competent to at- 
tend to it. 

Mr. Gary’s present plan, as far as he has 
game into details, is to make the offices 
which do a money-order business branches 
of the savings-bank system. Of these there 
are more than 20,000, or two-sevenths of the 
whole. But this nu r includes a véry 
considerable body of postmasters who are 
already staggering under the perplexities 
of the money-order system, and on the 
other hand it does not very fully cover the 
remote rural districts. This is one of the 
considerations with which Congress will 
have to reckon. If the quadrennial shakeup 
in the postoffices is to continue, and the 
department is to go into the banking busi- 
ness, it will be necessary to establish in 
Washington a very large force of banking 
instructors, who will of course be known 
as auditors; and it is not altogether sure 
that even with this outlay can the werk be 
well performed.

INSURANCE: AFFAIRS. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 2.—[Special. ]—Insurance 
Commissioner Fricke has decided that all fire in- 
surance policies must be issued by the company 
assuming the risk. and that it is unlawful fora 
policy to be issued by any agent of a company. 
There have been many rumors of late that he 
contemplated such action. Today he decided to 
issue a circular, which will be sent to all the com- 
panies doing business in Wisconsin. This circuiar 
says that all policies must comply with the con 
ditions which are laid down in the standard policy 
law, and if the companies put in any new condi- 
tions the policies are issued contrary to law. The 
law says policies must be issued by the company 
or companies assuming the risk, and therefore 
it is a violation to have a policy on its face purport 
to have been issued by the agent. All policies 
must contain the name of the company or com- 
panies, the place of business, the date of incorpora- 
tion, amount of capital, and the names of the 
officers on the face. Policies may have anything 
printed on the back which does not change the 
express agreement made on the face of the policy. 
In the case of policies issued by underwriters’ 
agencies the names of all the companies must 
appear on the face of the policy, but a policy can- 
not purport to be issued by the agency, although 
the name of the agency may appear on the back. 
The circular gives the following example of the 
way in which it can appear on the back: The 
Milwaukee Mechanics’ and the German 
Fire Insurance company of Freeport, III., 
through the Western Underwriters’ agen- 
cy. issues this policy.“ etc. Agents 
in this city have been in the habit of 
issuing their own policies. Now all business will 
have to be transacted directly with the companies. 
Secretary J. O. Myers of the Milwaukee Board of 
Underwriters today notified all companies doing 
business in this city of the action by the Mil- 
waukee board, reducing the representation of each 
company to two agencies in the city, the rule to 
go into effect on Jan. 1.

An organization is being formed quietly to keep 
up the agitation against the underwriters’ com- 
binutions. It is planned to prepare a bill to be 
introduced in the Legislatures of all the States 
absolutely prohibiting companies from forming 
combinations to issue policies. This method will 
not be used if the Insurance Commissioners of the 
States can be made to believe that these associa- 
tions are illegal under the present laws, but the 
results so far indicate that few States have stat- 
ites sufticiently definite to prevent combinations 
of companies where the names of the individual 
concerns are printed on the policies. 

When the new rules of the Chicago Underwriters’ 
association were being discussed a delegation from 
the Revision committee called upon the managers 
who objected to the three-agency limit on the 
ground that it would give the underwriters an 
advantage in the number ef representatives and 
asked that they waive their objections in the in- 
terest of the new rules They were told it would 
be much better to ask the comparatively few com- 
binations to agree to the three-agency limit. The 
underwriters were successful in this matter, al- 
though it is proposed to ask a decision of the 
Executive committee as soon as this rule goes 
into effect as to the right of each of the combines 
to have more than three agents for all the com- 
panies of which it is formed. In case this fails 
and the Insurance Commissioner does not make 
a ruling to meet their wishes the anti-combine 
managers will appeal to the Legislature for a new 
law to prohibit them from doing business in this 
manner. They believe the whole question of the 
agency system rest on the question. 

A bill to prohibit underwriters’ combinations 
was before the Legislature of this State in 1895, 
but was not passed. . 

The meeting called for Saturday afternoon by 
the Insurance Commissioner promises to be ex- 
ceptionally well attended.

CHICAGO, Dec. 2.—Never in the grain trade has 
ice in St. Mary’s River, between Lake Superior and 
Lake Huron, been such a factor as now. Yester- 
day thirty-seven boats were yet to load wheat at 
Duluth and ‘Fort William, and new charters are 
being made constantly. it is said that not less 
than 1,500,000 bushels of wheat is yet to be brought 
from Duluth to Chicago, and 600,000 bushels of it 
is still in Duluth elevators, not counting new 
charters. ‘Two million bushels were to go to 
Buffalo. About fifteen vessels are still to take on 
cargoes at Fort William. Vesselmen were confi- 
dently 8 yesterday that if St. Mary’s 
River should freeze up Mr. Armour would not be 
long in overcoming the course of nature by open- 
ing up a channel with the big ice crushing boats 
from the Straits of Mackinac. These boats can go 
through any kind of ice from two to ten feet 
thick, and at the head of the grain fleet could 
easily open up a passage, even in midwinter, from 
Lake Superior to Lake Huron.

Mr. Trude Responds. 


So Mr. Kraus admits, does he, observed 
Mr. Trude, that he made his family physi- 
cian, Dr. Kreissl, chairman of the medical 
staff? Well, as measured by the Kraus 
standard, that act was hardly in keeping 
with the ideas of civil service refurm. In 
order to elevate Dr. Kreissl from the quietude 
and obscurity of Mr. Kraus’ family physi- 
cian it was necessary to depose Dr. Cuth- 
bertson, whose reputation as a citizen and 
medical expert is the equal of any man’s in 
Chicago. To be consistent and in harmcny 
with the law a member of the old medical 
staff should have been placed at the head. 
There is one well known to the public, and he 
is my family physician, who was clearly en- 
titled to the honor. I have reference to Dr. 
Morris Goodkind. If it was necessary to de- 
pose Dr. Cuthbertson, why, then, Dr. Good-

WILL GIVE A DEMONSTRATION. 


Professor John Atkinson Is Not to Be 
Interfered With at Central 
Music Hall. 


Professor John Atkinson announced yes- 
terday that it was his intention to hold his 
public demonstration at Central Music Hall 
this afternoon, and the State Board of 
Health announces that it will not interfere. 

Early in the day Atkinson addressed the 
following telegram to Governor Tanner: 

I am in recetpt of a letter from the State Board 
of Health, the tenor of which prohibits my giving 
the public demonstration to the press and medical 
profession Friday afternoon at Central Music Hall, 
for which several hundred poor people have applied 
for treatment who have been given up as in- 
curable cripples. My system incorporates neither 
the knife nor medicine, therefore does not come 
under the statute, as it is simple manipulation. I 
will be greatly indebted to you if you can hold 
the matter in abeyance until an official investiga- 
tion has been gone into, as it would be an in- 
justice to disappoint suffering humanity. 

No reply was received from the Governor. 
Professor Atkinson made arrangements for 
Dr. G. E. Krieger, 4140 Grand boulevard, to 
appear on the stage. 

Later Dr. J. A. Egan, secretary of the 
State board, made the following statement 
from Springfield: 

There is nothing particularly significant 
in the action of the board in sending a letter 
to Mr. Atkinson. One similar in character 
is written to each and every individual who 
is reported to this office as practicing medi- 
cine and surgery in the State without a 
license. Of Mr. Atkinson or of his methods 
very little is known by this board. There 
was, in fact, an opinion that he wasa gradu- 
ate in medicine. He is practicing medicine, 
as defined by the statutes, and there seems 
to be no cogent reason why he should be al- 
lowed to continue, and other unqualified 
persons be held to strict accountability. 

His public demonstration advertised for 
tomorrow will not be interfered with. It is, 
I believe or the purpose of explaining his 
system of m&ssage to the medical profession. 
His reported wen me remarkable, no doubt; 
the most wonderful feats in medicine and 
surgery are always performed by those who 
operate or treat in public places, but any one 
conversant with the anatomy of the human 
body, and with the structural changes that 
occur in disease, knows that many of the 
reported cures are impossible... Too many 
persons have been subjected by the so-called 
bone-setters to cruel and unnecessary tor- 
tures in order that temporary alleviation of 
their ailments might be obtained and cures 
recorded.”’ 

Early in the day the parlor floor of the 
Palmer House, in the vicinity of the“ bone- 
setter's quarters, was Qverrun with a 
crowd of cripples, which soon grew to such 
proportions that Manager Howe, in response 
to complaints of the guests of the house, had 
to interfere. The professor was requested to 
change his quarters for treating patients to 
the floor below.

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PRINTERS MAY FIGHT GOMPERS 


May Prevent His Re-election at the 
Coming Convention of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. 


The seventeenth annual convention of 
the American Federation of Labor, which 
convenes In Nashville on Dec. 13, promises 
to be lively. The convention will probably 
last ten days. President Gompers is up for 
re@élection, but the printers’ delegation will 
probably oppose him, and without that sup- 
port Gompers may be defeated. 

The opposition of the Typographical union 
to President Gompers has its origin in the 
desperate fight between the printers and 
the machinists. At the convention held at 
Colorado Springs the printers held the lin- 
otype machines were in their jurisdiction. 
At the convention of the machinists in Kan- 
sas City last May the machinists decided 
the machines belonged to them. The first 
dispute was started at Birmingham, Ala., 
by the machinists. The machinists tried to 
have the Typographical union at Birming- 
ham force the proprietor of a paper to em- 
ploy a machinist, anyhow. The union re- 
fused. The machinists brought the matter 
before the Central Trades Council of Bir- 
mingham and asked it to declare the office of 
the newspaper unfair, which was done. Mr 
Prescott then ordered the local union at Bir- 
mingham to appeal from the action of the 
Central Trades Council to the Executive 
Council of the American Federation of La- 
bor. Mr. Gompers received the appeal and 
wrote back that it would be immediately 
acted upon. It has never been mentioned 
since, it is said. 

In all likelihood the headquarters of the 
American Federation of Labor will be re- 
moved from Washington to Chicago.
